Riverside 

There’s a new crusade being launch- 
ed in Cambridge for a traffic-free park 
on the banks of the Charles. The People 
for Riverbend Park believe that the 
river and its environs are Cambridge’s 
only remaining natural resources, and 
are being ruined by the polluting traffic 
along Memorial Drive. PRP’s plan is to 
close off the area between the Eliot 
Bridge and River St., turning it into a 
city park. 

To get the ball rolling and make Can- 
tabrigians aware of the Charles River’s 
recreational potential, the park sup- 
porters are sponsoring a Community 
” Picnic on Sunday, May 25 from 10 to 6. 
With the MDC’s cooperation, cars will 
be banned from the proposed site to fa- 
. cilitate a countrified day of activities. 
Among the events scheduled are per- 
formances by The Next Move, the Na- 
tional Mime Theatre, Quadrivium Wind 
Band and the Urban/Dantas Band. An 
“Around the World in 80 Days”’ hot-air 
balloon will be on display and everyone 


is invited to play volleyball, hurl fris- 
bees and brush up on kite-making and . 
flying skills. There will be a sheep-shear- 
ing and weaving exhibit, a regatta run 
by the Charles River Yacht Club and 
boat rides courtesy of Bay State Cruises. 


The idea for a riverside park was ini- 
tiated by Isabella Halsted, a Cambridge 
resident for more than 40 years, who 
started a letter-writing campaign to gain 
community support. Along with com- 
mittee members Lisa Blout, Page Bond 
and Jerry Caroselli, Isabella is hoping 
that the picnic will increase the ranks of 


park advocates. ‘There were people here 


long before there were automobiles,”’ she 
says. “We're working toward the ‘pe- 
destrianization’ of the area so that peo- 
ple can rightfully enjoy their city’s nat- 
ural assets.’

The Israeli 
Connection 


On April 29 the Urban Eye brought 
you ‘‘Arabs on the Air” — a behind-the- 
scenes look at Raghida Dergham’s radio 
program on Arabic issues. Now we have 


Fredi Gruber’s Jerusalem Calling, a 
weekly show broadcast from Newton on 
WNTN. 

“The purpose of the program is to cor- 

rect the stereotyped image of Israelis,” 
explains Fredi. “I’m trying to present Is- 
raeli issues and history from an objec- 
tive point of view.” A graduate student 
at BU’s School of Public Communica- 
tions, Fredi came to Boston from his na- 
tive Haifa on a student exchange pro- 
gram two and a half years ago. He ran a 
coffeehouse for Israeli students and 
then, after thoroughly researching Bos- 
ton’s Jewish community, approached 
WNTN with the idea for an Israeli ra- 
dio show. With support from Jewish 
businesspeople and funding from Jew- 
ish Students Projects (a local organiza- 
* tion), Fredi first aired Jerusalem Cal- 
% ling on Nov. 10, 1974. 
P Since its inception, the program has 
focused on topics ranging from current 
events to Israel’s hit parade. Fredi has 
broadcast interviews with Chaim Po- 
tok, Theodore Bikel, the former Jordan- 
ian Minister of Defense and Israeli jour- 
nalist Sana Chasan. He’s covered kite 
flying contests in Jerusalem, Israeli wo- 
men’s views on feminism, sex educa- 
tion, the effect of war on children, and 
the values of college students. “The 
show explores all aspects of Israeli life,” 
says Fredi, ‘“‘keeping pace with our cul- 
ture and heritage.” 

Along with interviews, Jerusalem Cal- 
ling’s English-Hebrew format includes 
news and entertainment. The musical 
spot features contemporary and tradi- 
tional songs. “I don’t play ‘Hava-Nagi- 
lah.’ Music is an important reflection of 
a culture’s moods, so I play what the Is- 
raelis listen to.’’ Fredi also does special 
holiday programs to explain the rela- 
tionship between Israel’s history and its 
current political climate. “Jerusalem 
Calling is not radical, but relevant. 
There’s no editorializing other than sup- 


the Israeli side of the story, presented by 


port for peace in the Middle East.” 
To date, the show’s news summary is 
culled from American and Israeli news- 
papers. But Fredi would like to expand 
his coverage and is trying to arrange a 
hook-up with a Tel Aviv wire service. He 
obtains some of his music and inter- 
views from the Israeli Broadcasting Au- 
thority, which services more than 700 ra- 
dio stations around the world. 
- A full-time student at BU, Fredi de- 
votes his weekends to preparation for 
Jerusalem Calling. He’s returning to Is- 
rael at the end of the month to gather 
more material for the program. “‘Public 
response has been wonderful. It’s tre- 
mendously gratifying to know that I’m 
making a contribution to the Jewish 
community in this country.” 
Jerusalem Calling is: broadcast every 
‘Sunday afternoon from 2:30 to 3:15 on 
WNTN (1550 AM). 


The Real Grind 


Finalmente! At last, Cambridge has a 
coffee shop fit for El Exigente of Colom- 
bian bean fame. The Coffee Connec- 
tion at 36 Boylston St. (in The Garage) 
is serving what aficionados (and own- 
ers) George Howell and Michael DaSil- 
va claim are the freshest continental cof- 
fees in town. They challenge anyone to 
find a roast in the store that is more than 
three days old. 

Unlike other coffee shops in the area, 
The Coffee Connection is not depend- 
ent on commercial roasting plants lo- 
cated in such exotic places as New Jer- 
sey. Howell and DaSilva secure their 
beans directly from brokers and sample 
them for authenticity. Roasting is done 
right on the premises. Smaller than 
most commercial models, their mach- 
ine does not require a cooling process 
that waters coffee down and adds unne- 
cessary weight. A stronger and clearer 
beverage is also achieved, they believe, 
by using substantially more drip grinds 
per brew than other coffee houses. 

Howell and DaSilva appreciate good 
coffee — like good wine — as a flavor- 
ful, aromatic beverage. Having lived in 
San Francisco, where coffee specialty 
shops are as popular as hi-fi stores in 
Harvard Square, Howell and DaSilva 
were offended by the brews they samp- 
led in Boston. ‘‘Every place I went, the 
coffee was either dry, woody, stale, or 
under-roasted,”’ says Howell. ‘“‘Even the 
specialty shops were giving me the caf- 
feine — but no pleasure whatsoever.”’ 


The Coffee Connection is now featur- 
ing three savory brews: Colombian (re- 
gular Supremo, and decaffeinated), Ko- 
na (a Hawaiian import with a slight cho- 
colatey aftertaste), and Kenya (a strong- 
er, more-textured beverage that goes 
down smoothly). All coffees are avail- 
able by the pound, at reasonable prices 
ranging from $1.79 for French Roast to 
$2.60 for Kona. To complete the coffee 
adventure, Howell and DaSilva are ex- 
pecting shipments of six more types of 
coffee beans: Celebese Kalossi (from In- 
donesia), Guatemalan Maragogites, Pe- 
ruvian (regular, Vienna, and French 
Roast), Mocha Mattari (from Yemen), 
Jaca Arabica (from W. Africa), and 
Ethiopian Harrar. 

The Coffee Connection also carries all 
the equipment needed to brew a great 
cup of coffee, including hand and elec- 
tric grinders, capuccino makers, and es- 
presso pots. Information on the science 
of coffee brewing is available upon re- 
quest. 

Serving hours are 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday, and 8 a.m. 
to 11 p.m. on Friday and Saturday. The 
“coffee of the day” (Kona, Kenya, or 
Colombian) is brewed every 20 minutes 
and costs 25 cents a cup. Other blends 

-may be had for 40 cents. Teas and other 
goodies, including the standard Cam- 
bridge breakfast fare — freshly squeez- 
ed oj, capuccino, and croissants — com- 
plete the menu.

‘Peace’ in Asia: 
Might Never 
Makes Right

Sometimes I look around and won- 
der. How can the public understand 
what peace is about when people in the 
peace movement rejoice at the military 
conquest of Cambodia, at the military 
advances of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary Government, at the ambush of Bri- 
tish soldiers 200 years ago? 

For the past several years we in the 
peace movement have worked for an end 
to US intervention in Indochina and for 
a political resolution of the conflict. 
Since January 1973, we have supported 
the implementation of the Paris Peace 
Accord. We are deeply distressed at and 
protested Saigon and US violations of 
the Accords, and in particular that Sai- 
gon and the US did not allow the polit- 
ical process to proceed, resulting in the 
creation of a tripartite National Coun- 
cil of Reconciliation and Concord with a 
mandate to organize a free election. As 
events continue to unfold, it appears 
that the US is more prepared to accept a 
military defeat than to accept a pos- 
sible electoral defeat. 

In the past several weeks the Provi- 
sional Revolutionary Government has 
engaged in a massive military drive 
a has led to:still more destruction of 
life and suffering for millions of people. 
The victims are again the Vietnamese 
children, women, and men who are 
pushed and pulled, punched, shot, 
starved, and in a variety of ways man- 
gled and killed. The offensive repre- 
sents a major violation of the Paris 
Peace Accords and hopefully will be pro- 
tested by all people who seek the peace- 
ful resolution of the Vietnam conflict. 

Cambodia is now under the control of 
the Khmer Rouge. There are some who 
call this liberation. I do not. I do not 
consider tanks and guns the instru- 
ments of liberation. There are some who 
cheer the advance of the PRG forces; I 
consider such a position as pro-war as 
that of those who urged the invasion of 
Cambodia and North Vietnam. How can 
anyone, let alone peace people, cele- 
brate the new set of dead bodies along 
Highway One? 

It is relatively easy to be opposed to 
war when the military advantage is 
seemingly with the oppressive side (the 
bad guys), but it is just as important to 
be opposed to war when the military ad- 
vantage is seemingly with the more sym- 
} pathetic side. To do otherwise is to sup- 
port the concept of the just war. Not to 
protest the PRG military violations of 
the Paris Peace Accords is to make hol- 
low our peace work of the past several 


years. 
If the PRG military drive is success- 
ful, some people will say, “at last 
peace,”’ and other people will point to 
the “‘success”’ of armed struggle. Twen- 
ty-five years of armed struggle in Viet- 
nam has resulted in millions dead, or 
tortured, or maimed, and held back a 
peaceful struggle which might have end- 
ed with real human success. We in the

Liberals for President 


Combining Purity and Pragmatism

Liberal activists in the Democratic 
Party do not have a candidate for Presi- 
dent — yet. Their indecision stems from 
experiences in the Presidential cam- 
paigns of 1968 and 1972. 

What makes this situation so unusual 
is that most of the candidates, an- 
nounced and unannounced, have 
adopted liberal positions on issues with- 
out gaining credibility with the liberals. 


But it is not enough to advocate cuts in 


the military budget, or tax reform, or 
full employment, or minimum income, 
or even a measure of disarmament; a 
candidate must also reveal that he or 
she has the moral force necessary to 
carry out these reforms. He or she must 
also indicate the ability to use the nec- 
essary political skills without sacri- 
ficing that moral force. 

In 1968, Eugene McCarthy took a 
moral position against the Vietnam War 
and stressed the corruption of the Presi- 
dency. But an organized political cam- 
paign never developed around his posi- 
tion. There were at least a dozen separ- 
ate national McCarthy campaigns, each 
with its own personnel and fundraising. 
In each state the local liberal activists 
did pretty much what they wished. Mc- 
Carthy failed to exert his authority 
among his supporters and refused to so- 
licit support among the regulars. 


In 1972, George McGovern inherited 
the issues and the constituency; an or- 
ganized and centralized political cam- 
paign did develop. In most states, after 
the initial successes, the local liberal ac-

tivists were pushed out of the leader- 
ship in favor of political regulars and 
professionals. McGovern blurred the re- 
formist focus of the campaign by en- 
dorsing Louise Day Hicks for Congress, 
absolving Lyndon Johnson of the Viet- 
nam War, supplicating Mayor Richard 
Daley of Chicago for the support of his 
political machine, etc. 

For 1976, the choice seems to become 
one of character. Who can be trusted to 
keep the moral position intact while per- 
suading the larger constituency? Who 
can persuade without manipulation? 
Who can keep his ego under control and 
allow other campaign centers to 
develop? 

There is an even larger question which 
troubles liberals: the very power of the 
Presidency itself. Many liberals were re- 
volted by the excesses of the Nixon and 
Johnson Presidencies. They have in- 
vested much political energy in helping 
Congress to reform itself, and want Con- 
gress to become a more responsive 
branch of government equaling the Pre- 
sidency in power. Presidential Politics 
seems to lead in another direction, tow- 
ard a renewal of the centralization of 
power. 

Liberal Presidential candidacies must 
begin as movements based on new ap- 
proaches to issues. The candidate starts 
gut as the articulator and symbol of the 
new approaches. But with some elec- 
toral victories a cult of the candidate 
himself develops, which shifts the em- 
phasis from the ideas to the personal for- 
tunes of the new savior. 

The liberals are troubled by these 
problems, which will have to be re- 
solved before they can unite behind a 
candidate for President. 


Utility Ads 
Pass the Buck 
To Boost Profits

As I flipped through a news magazine 
not long ago, an advertisement caught 
my eye. A cartoon Arab was turning off 
the valve from an oil field; a second 
Arab, arms folded smugly, looked ap- 
provingly on. happened to us once,” 
the headline read. “It can happen to us 
again. And again.” 

This graphic threat of another “‘crip- 


ling embargo” so haunted me that I. 


eafed through my stack of back issues, 
looking for other such nightmare scen- 
arios. I found 
A man stands with the plug to the TV 
in his hand, for instance, watching the 


clock on the wall. His wife, an unplug- — 


ged vacuum cleaner beside her, asks, 
“What time is the electricity on to- 
day?” The ad continues, ‘“The gloomy 
prospect that significant areas of this 
country could reach the point of part- 
time electricity usage seems unbeliev- 
able. But it could happen as early as the 
middle of next year.” 

on people’s fears and uncet- 
tainties by bombarding them with ex- 
aggerated scare scenarios was only the 
first propaganda ploy used by the ad 
campaign. The second was providing a 
scapegoat to vent the fear and hostility 
against those two cartoon Arabs. from 
the first ad. In a lavishly furnished tent, 
they read the financial news. One says to 
the other, ‘Maybe we should buy Am- 
erican coal fields.” Fear of an Arab fin- 
ancial takeover is very real in this coun- 
try, and copy like the following does not 
do much to dispel it: ‘““The Middle East 
oil countries are fast capturing the 
world’s money. There isn’t much they’re 
incapable of buying.” 

Better yet, let’s Chains those playboy 
princes for our financial crisis. Picture 
our two Arabs leaning nonchalantly on 
the fenders of their limousines. The 
headline blares, “The rich get richer 
while we struggle with inflation!” 


The American Electric Power Sys- 
tem, a half-dozen Midwestern power 
companies, sponsored the ads. Sadly, 
buried deep beneath the caricatures and 
propaganda, is a germ of truth. The Uni- 
ted States has half the world’s coal, 
enough to supply present energy needs 
for 500 years. And yet this resource, 
making up 90 percent of our fossil fuel 
reserve, accounts for only 17 percent of 
our energy use. Oil and natural gas, on 
the other hand, make up five percent of 
our reserves but supply 75 percent of our 
needs. 

There are historical reasons for this 
lopsided dependence on oil and natural 

as that well precede the Arab oil em- 
argo. The real culprits behind the en- 
ergy crisis are the oil depletion allow- 
ance and other subsidies, both direct 
and indirect, to energy companies that 
have kept the prices of petroleum and 
gas artificially low; sliding utility rate 
scales that favor large industrial users 
and other factors promoting profligate 
energy use rather than conservation; 
and the highway trust fund and other in- 
centives favoring a shift to oil and gas in

ROAR Gets Louder 
ires the Anti-Busers 


Garrity’s Ruling

It was to be Kevin H. White head on 
against the anti-busing forces, a knock- 
down drag-out fight on the latter’s home 
turf. Billed in advance as a classic con- 
frontation, it was a media event de- 
serving the presence of all four local tele- 
vision news anchormen, and it did not 
disappoint. 

For 10 long minutes last Tuesday night, 
White stood at the rostrum in Southie’s 
Tynan School while they screamed at 
him. There were hundreds of them, plac- 
ed strategically along the entire side and 
rear walls of the auditorium and up near 
the stage. “Chicken,” they yelled. “Take 
a bus,” they chanted. 

Near the back of the room a silver- 
haired woman strained to hear the May- 
or’s half-sentences and then turned to a 
group of friends. “‘He’s nothing like his 
father,’ she said. ‘““You shoulda seen his 
father.” 

The noise continued. The head of the 
citizens’ group sponsoring the meeting — 
a meeting intended, incidentally, as a for- 
um for the Mayor’s tax revaluation pitch 
— took the microphone and pleaded with 
the crowd to allow White a chance to 
speak. 

More noise. And then, even after he 
agreed to take some busing questions and 
they followed (Sample: “Where were you 
when we needed you?”’), White was able 
to manage only a few more half-sen- 
tences by way of reply. 

It had gone on like this for a half-hour 
when the silver-haired woman who re- 
membered Kevin White’s father lost her 
patience. “I’d like to tape every one of 
those mouths tight shut,”’ she said. ‘“They 
oughta leave now.” 

But they were not about to. For if there 
was a single lesson to be drawn from the 
rapid-fire events of the past week, it was 
that the strength of ROAR (Restore Our 
Alienated Rights) — the city’s big anti- 
busing group — is once again on the rise. 

To city officials involved in busing, this 
development was not unexpected. “If 
|Federal Judge W. Arthur] Garrity does 
what I think he’s going to do,”’ warned one 
official several weeks ago, “if he effec- 
tively rejects the recommendations of the 


masters he appointed, he may well be 
handing it'to ROAR on a silver platter.” 

On May 10 Garrity issued his final or- 
der for the fall — a plan involving the bus- 
ing of an estimated 21,000 students, or 
roughly 10,000 more than under the mas- 
ters’ plan — and the howls of protest 
came loud and fast. The most florid prose 
came from Boston City Councilor Louise 
Day Hicks, the longtime busing oppon- 
ent and undisputed godmother of ROAR. 

“From his lily-white sanctuary west of 
Route 128,” said Mrs. Hicks, “the [Gar- 
rity| has effectively tied a garrote around 
the neck of Dame Boston by ordering the 
forced busing of 30 to 40 thousand of her

schoolchildren.” (Mrs. Hicks later ad- 
mitted these numbers were high.) 

. . His edict,’ Hicks’s statement con- 
tinued, “will trigger rising tensions in the 
schools followed by a mass white exodus 
from Boston ... that Judge Garrity can 
smugly watch. from his free-fire zone in 
the suburbs! 

“|... This city will be all black, sur- 
rounded by white enclaves of defeated 
men and women whose only crime was a 
desire to live, grow and die in the peace 
and security of their neighborhoods.” 

Mrs. Hicks would soon.be given further 
opportunity to use her talent with words, 
when Garrity ruled that Rita Graul and 


Virginia Sheehy — two of ROAR’s top 
leaders — should be questioned about 
their role in a recent demonstration out- 
side Southie High. Mrs. Hicks was asked 
whether the quizzing of Mrs. Graul — 
who serves as her administrative assis- 
tant — might be a “‘backdoor”’ way to get 
at her as well. 

“T will walk the streets of Boston,” she 
responded. “‘Don’t tread on me.” 

Mrs. Hicks’s tough stance was echoed 
by ROAR leaders throughout the city, 
several of whom agreed in interviews last 
week that Garrity’s actions would stren- 
gthen ROAR, not weaken it. At times, in 
fact, they appeared almost enthusiastic 
about the turn of events. 

“Every time Judge Garrity opens his 
mouth,” said Fran Johnnene of Hyde 
Park, ‘“‘more people come to our side... . 
He’s not going to silence us. If he wants to 
put them [Graul and Sheehy] in jail, he’s 
giving the city of Boston ... two mart- 
yrs. You know what they are? The mod- 
ern day Joan of Arcs. I hope he does it.” 

“There were more people at last night’s 
{ROAR| meeting,” said Joanne Doherty 
of the North End in a Thursday inter- 
view. ‘‘Last night we were tripping over 
each other.” 

After a few months of relative inaction, 
some ROAR leaders, at any rate, seemed 
to think it was time for more activity. 
Said Adam Kasprzak of Brighton: ‘“‘The 
motorcades should start up again.” Said 
Hyde Park’s Johnnene: “Wait’ll you see 
what we do to them [the Boston Globe, 
one of ROAR’s favorite targets]. Just 
watch.” 

For non-ROAR members who might be 
interested in what the group’s next man- 
euver will be, waiting and watching is not 
merely the suggested course of action — it 
is the only one. Since its creation some- 
time last August, ROAR has functioned 
as a semi-secret organization, its meetings 
conducted under tight security measures 
in the chambers of the Boston City Coun- 
cil. (Mrs. Hicks said last week that she 
had made the original request for ROAR’s 
weekly use of the room, and that the re- 
quest had been approved by Council pre- 
sident Gerald O’Leary and the other 
councilors. ‘The City Council chambers 
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Outside Garrity’s courtroom 


are controlled by the City Council,” she 
said.) 

According to a police source, ROAR 
meetings — held at eight o’clock every 
Wednesday evening — attract, on the 
average, about 250 persons. The source 
said that they are usually seated in neigh- 
borhood delegations and are asked to look 
to the left and right to see if they recog- 
nize those around them. All members are 
white, one ROAR member told us, and 
about 80 percent are women. Most have 
worked in the city’s Home and School As- 
sociation, a PTA-type organization fund- 
ed by the School Department, or in Mrs. 
Hicks’s political campaigns. (Mrs. Hicks, 
by her own admission, attends all the 
meetings.) 

Agendas for the meetings are prepared 
by an even more exclusive group, the 
ROAR executive (or E) board. Prospec- 
tive E Board members are “‘investi- 
gated,’’ we were told by one of these se- 
lect few — who then refused to offer fur- 
ther details on the nature of the “‘investi- 
gation.” 

But despite the elaborate organiza- 
tional structure of ROAR and the appar- 
ent dedication of its members, there is a 
great deal of evidence to suggest that, up 
until last week, the group had been losing 
members over a period of several months. 

A few days prior to Judge Garrity’s 
Phase II ruling, a veteran ROAR-watcher 
who asked not to be identified said, ““They 
are an organization in trouble, in terms of 
retaining their numbers. The Masters 
Plan would have crippled them more... . 
In some areas, though, no matter what the 
busing plan, they've lost their constitu- 
ency because of their tactics. It’s a con- 
stituency they can’t regain.” 

The observer said that in recent dem- 
onstrations in East Boston and at a West 
Roxbury school construction site, only a 
portion of the ROAR demonstrators ac- 
tually lived in these neighborhoods. ‘“The 
disruptions have been fewer and farther 
between and they haven’t. been able to 
mobilize the same numbers as before . . . 
largely because of the violence they’ve 
perpetrated, the jostling of Ted Ken- 
nedy, things like that.” 

In addition, there have -been Bh

within the anti-busing ranks in several 
neighborhoods that have attracted scant 
publicity: 

e@ Twenty-one members of Pixie Pal- 
ladino’s East Boston information center 
walked out in early December, charging 
Palladino with bad organization and mys- 
terious book-keeping. ‘‘...We are 
against forced busing,” they wrote in the 
local newspaper. “We will no longer in- 
dulge ourselves in a system so poorly con- 
trolled.” 

e@ At about the same time in Dorches- 
ter, roughly 70 anti-busing activists 
elected not to join the newly formed Dor- 
chester information center largely be- 
cause it was a ROAR operation. “People 
just didn’t like the ROAR tactics,” said 
one of those who rejected the group. 
“‘We’re not all rah-rah types, you know?” 

ein Hyde Park, a group headed by 
ROAR heavies Fran Johnnene and Dick 
Laws walked out of the information cen- 
ter there, leaving it in the hands of real- 
tor Jack Carey. Johnnene and Laws were 
apparently the moderates in this in- 
stance. Said a Hyde Park resident: “The 
center wasn’t run the way people wanted 
it. If you called about a rumor of trouble 
at school, they’d say, ‘It’s your problem if 
the kid’s in school.’’’ An old-fashioned 
clash of egos may actually have triggered 
the split. Carey, according to a ROAR 
source, was rewarded for his indepen- 
dence by being kicked off the E Board. 

Another old-fashioned item — mayoral 
politics — has also taken a heavy toll on 
ROAR. 

“If you assume that ROAR is essen- 
tially a political operation,” said one city 
official, ‘then you realize the whole thing 
of finding a suitable candidate is taking a 
lot of energy and having a divisive effect 
on them. More specifically, the mayoral 
candidacy of Southie state Rep. Ray 
Flynn is apparently considered an em- 
barrassment by many within ROAR. 
Flynn, who was extremely active in the 
group in its formative days, has been 
somewhat indiscreet, jetting off to Wash- 
ington just before ROAR’s big trip there, 
for instance, and stealing some of ROAR’s 
thunder. But the distaste with which

Who's Who on the E Board 


At approximately six o’clock every 
Wednesday evéning, behind the closed 
doors of the Boston City Council’s exec- 
utive room, an exclusive gathering of 
around 20 persons is called into session. 

The group is ROAR’s executive board 
— the “E Board,” they call it — and it is 
the anti-busing group’s top leadership. 
Comprising one or two representatives 
from each of the city’s predominantly 
white neighborhoods and a few of its 
suburbs, the E Board’s job is to sift 
through developments of the past week 
and to set the agenda for the eight 
o'clock meeting of the general ROAR 
membership. 

The following list of E Board mem- 
bers was obtained from ROAR sources. 

@ Rita Graul and Virginia Sheehy, of 
South Boston, are ROAR’s top leaders. 
Graul wears at least three hats: she is 
the chairperson of ROAR, a top aide to 


City Councilor Louise Day Hicks, and . 


the head of the South Boston chapter of 
the Home and School Association, Bos- 
ton’s virtually all-white version of the 
PTA. Sheehy works in the School De- 
partment’ s information center down- 
town and-has been a Home and School 
officer. Both are connected with South- 
ie Information Center. 

eFran Johnnene and Dick Laws, 
Hyde Park. Johnnene, head of Hyde 
Park’s Home and School chapter, gen- 
erally spends her summers as an em- 
ployee of the city’s Summerthing pro- 
gram. This year she may be doubly 
busy: she is reportedly interested in run- 
ning for City Council. Laws has a Home 
and School background and often serves 
as the ROAR spokesman. 

e Janet Palmariello, West Roxbury. 
Palmariello has been a devoted Hicks 
campaign worker for the past eight years 
and once held a job in her office for a 
brief spell. Her support for Hicks is un- 
abashed: ‘‘She is the only politician in 
this city I'd stick my neck out for be- 
cause she’s the only politician in this 
city who'd stick her neck out for me.” 

@ Pixie Palladino and Rosamond Tu- 
tela, East Boston. Palladino, who heads 
the Eastie Home and School chapter, 
got her political start with former state 
rep George DiLorenzo in the late ’60s. 
She fought hard against Infill Housing, a 
BRA idea to place low-income housing 
on small sites throughout the city, and 
then she formed ‘“‘Save East Boston,” an 
essentially reactionary group that 
wanted to kick all the social service 
agencies out of the neighborhood. Tu- 
tela, who also worked for DiLorenzo, is 
Pixie’s sister. 


Pixie Palladino, East Boston 


@ Joanne Doherty, North End. Do- 
herty has done political work in the past, 
as a poll worker for Kevin White in 1971. 
Her father is Angelo Papa, who until a 
few months ago served as assistant man- 
ager of the Mayor’s little city hall in the 
North End. 

@ Adam Kasprzak and Vince Dixon, 
Allston-Brighton. Kasprzak’s wife has 
Been active in the Home and School 
Association, but Kasprzak’s ROAR in- 
volvement is apparently his first taste of 
city politics. Dixon, as head of the All- 
Brite Citizens Against Forced Busing, 
has been spending most of his time try- 
ing to start an alternative school. 

Dick Kropas and Agnes Smith, 
Dorchester. According to sources, Smith 
was active in the unsuccessful guberna- 
torial campaign of American Party lead- 
er Leo Kahian. 

Other E Board members: Maureen 
Costello, Roslindale; Pat Russell, 
Charlestown; Jack Williams, South 
Shore; Thomas Johnson, member-at- 
large; unidentified members from Win-

Gunboat Diplomacy 


Congressman Michael Harrington, in 
an interview with the Phoenix, charged 
that Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
manipulated the Mayaguez incident to 
bolster his failing diplomatic policy. “I’m 
appalled,” said Harrington. “Henry Kis- 
singer is ascendant. He was trying to 
prove that we’re tough guys. He has been 
speaking off the record for a couple weeks 
on the need to prove this. Kissinger has 
now furthered his concerns. Ford himself 
is a vintage hardliner, and he was ini- 
tially and easily disposed to this display 
of force.” 

Harrington has called for a thorough 
Congressional investigation of the affair. 
“The primary object was not the boat and 
certainly not the men. I would want to see 
National Security Council materials. My 
guess is that they considered narrow op- 
tions and that the policy followed was 
never in doubt. I would want to see the 
State Department profile on their efforts 
to resolve this peacefully and through dip- 
lomatic channels. I’m not convinced that 
these were serious. I would want to probe 
the Cambodian radio broadcast, in which 
they announced they would give up the 
ship, and the timing of the attack. Who 
knew what when? From what I can piece 
together, the attack occurred after the 
Cambodians agreed to return the ship.” 

Harrington fears that there will be “a 
perfunctory but unrewarding investiga- 
tion,” for there has been a “surprising 
degree of restraint on the part of con- 
gressmen who are saying critical things 
privately. Ford has done a great deal for 
himself. Potential critics on the right and 
left have been subdued.” 

House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
“Tip” O’Neill has quietly been raising 
questions about this incident. He_is re- 
ported to be seriously concerned about the 
Administration’s decision and how it was 
made. Lobbyists from Citizens for Par- 
ticipation in Political Action (CPPAX) 
have met with O’Neill’s aide, Mike 
Ralph, to discuss the issue. George Som- 
maripa, a lawyer and member of the 
CPPAX executive board, said, “This inci- 
dent was a clear breaking of the law. 
There is no question about it.’” Sommari- 
pa referred to the Case-Church Act, which 
bans all combat action in Indochina after 
August, 1973 and is a much tougher law 
than the War Powers Act. “If this is not 
challenged by Congress, then Ford has de- 
stroyed Case-Church and can, say, go into 
Laos with Marines.”” Sommaripa also be- 
lieves that the affair was “made for the 
American political scene” and intended 
to neutralize Ford’s right-wing Republi- 
can opposition. 

Bob Schaeffer, the national affairs staff 
member of CPPAX, ‘‘couldn’t agree 
more. We need a real congressional in- 
quiry to ferret out the truth and let people 
know about the crapola in Washington.” 

The American Friends Service Com- 
mittee and the Indochina Peace Cam- 
paign have collected hundreds of signa- 
tures calling for a Congressional inves- 
tigation and presented the petitions to 
“Tip” O’Neill and Senators Kennedy and 
Brooke. But not all Boston groups were 
alarmed at Ford and Kissinger’s action. 


When the news of the Air Force bombing 
strikes was read at the May 14th Copley 
Plaza luncheon of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, held in honor ot the Chief of 
Naval Operations, the businessmen rose 
in a standing ovation. 


Merchants of Death 


Pentagon officers leave the govern- 
ment’s employ for more lucrative service 
with private defense companies with ease 
and regularity. Just how steady the flow 
has been is documented in a report is- 
sued by the Council on Economic Priori- 
ties, a non-profit public interest group. 

The Raytheon Company, the second 
biggest private employer in the state, pro- 
vides a prime illustration of how the mili- 
tary-industrial complex operates. Ac- 
cording to the CEP, 12 of its manage- 
ment personnel, hired from Pentagon 
ranks, are in direct conflict of interest 
situations. Raytheon, the contractor for 
the Hawk missile, took on Colonel Harry 
Buzzett, the Hawk program manager be- 
fore his retirement from the Air Force. It 
also hired Lt. Col. Eugene Naigele, the 
former research and development coordi- 
nator in the Air Defense and Missiles 
Division of the Army. 

This pattern at Raytheon pervades 
many sectors of private industry. Twen- 
ty-seven percent of Defense Department 
retirees working for military contractors 
are in conflict of interest situations, the 
CEP claims. There are currently no laws 
specifically forbidding this practice. 

Raytheon has prospered from this alli- 
ance. Only last week the US government 
announced that it would send Jordan $100 
million worth of Hawk missiles. The 
booming Mideast arms trade has sent 
Raytheon profits skyrocketing, up 30 per- 
cent over last year. 


Corporate Clandestinism 


Newsweek disclosed last week that two 
Boston law firms, Hale and Dorr and 
Ropes and Gray, have assisted the CIA 
and served as financial conduits. The 
Hale and Dorr connection is relatively 
well-known: senior partner Paul Hell- 
muth passed CIA money through foun- 
dations to manipulate the National Stu- 
dent Association and other groups. The 
precise nature of the Ropes and Gray link, 
however, has yet to be revealed. The firm 
may soon be the subject of an investiga- 
tion by the House Select Committee on 
Intelligence, of which Rep. Michael Har- 
rington is a member. Harrington says that 
within a couple of months the committee 
will be probing the CIA’s relations with 
corporations and law firms. “‘This is the 
area I want to go into — the relationship 
of covert operations and the paramilitary 
to corporations.” 

The Senate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations disclosed last year that 
Ropes and Gray maintain interlocking di- 
rectorships with 13 major Boston-area 
corporations and banks. 


Hats Off 


On May 15, an employee of New Eng- 
land Telephone says that he showed up 
for work wearing a three-cornered Bicen- 
tennial hat. His foreman ordered him to 
remove it or face disciplinary action. The 
worker refused, he says, and was sent 
home without pay. Other employees, de- 
fying management, passed the hat 
around, wearing it until they were sus- 
pended. In all, four workers were sent 
home, but the company caved in to union 
pressure within hours. Robert Kelley, one 
of the hat-wearers, asked, ‘“‘What is this, 
the fucking Army?”

Jimmy Carter's High Hopes—and Duke's Defeat

Hold it, folks, there just may 
be an antidote to George Wal- 
lace. 

He’s a smallish, dapper fellow 
with big, deep and very sincere 
blue eyes set off by crinkles on 
the sides and pouches under- 
neath, a full head of graying san- 
dy hair, one of those chins that 
recedes its way down to the col- 
lar, and a smile that is not too 
quick and just warm enough. 

He talks a little too much, but 
there’s an almost hypnotic lilt to 
his husky drawl. And he seems to 
know what he’s talking about. 

His name is Jimmy Carter — 
not James, thank you. He is the 
first in his family, which has 
been tilling the clay of south 
Georgia for a couple of cen- 
turies, to have finished high 
school. After which he grad- 
uated high in his class at Anna- 
polis, trading in his tractor for a 
submarine. He did a graduate 
stint in nuclear physics and was 
accepted into Admiral Hyman 
Rickover’s almost prohibitively 
competitive nuclear sub _pro- 
gram. This, as you have no par- 
ticular reason to know, involves 
a career of six months out of 
every year submerged and out of 
contact, cruising within missile 
range of enemy targets, waiting 
for the Commander in Chief or 
the Chairman or whoever to de- 
cide to put us all out of our mis- 
eries. 

When Carter’s father died, he 
resigned his commission and re- 
turned to the family farm in 
Plains, Georgia. He made a bet- 
ter go of it than anybody had any 
reason to expect — he is now not 
quite a millionaire — and en- 
tered politics. First the school 
board, then the state senate, and 
then the governorship. One term 
is all you get in Georgia, but that 
was all Jimmy needed. He 
hadn’t finished his yet when he 
decided to run for President in 
1976. 

By all accounts, not least his 
own, Carter was a damned good 
Governor. He trimmed the fat,

cut to the bone, and did all that 
clever cleavering we’ve been 
hearing we’re going to see here- 
abouts. But more important, he 
set a new tone in Southern pol- 
itics. He was really the first Deep 
South pol to get elected gover- 
nor without selling the snake oil 
of segregation. And he did it so 
smoothly it became the vogue in 
Dixie. Now the Carters and 
Askews and Bumpers are the 
rule: George Corley Wallace 
rants on, but he is the exception. 

If Wallace is to be stopped, he 
must be stopped before he gets 
up to Michigan, for instance, 
where he won in 1972 with 51 
percent of the primary vote. Just

bama, not in Carter’s Georgia, 
but next door in Florida. And 
Jimmy Carter just might, with a 
little help from his friend Reub- 
in Askew, be able to bring it off. 

He is an indefatigable cam- 
paigner, and by all appearances 
an extremely effective one. Out 
at the Kansas City mini-con- 
vention last December he 
charmed at least as many deleg- 
ates as Udall, Bentsen and the 
rest, and with considerably less 
to-do about it. Bentsen, for in- 
stance, bought drinks for the 
house — and that was a big 
house — but managed only to 
come off as an oily nouveau 
riche, a Texas tycoon with the 
guile and style of a Johnson or 
Connally but none of the power. 
Carter worked the state cau- 
cuses and parties in his asser- 
tive but unassuming way, mak- 
ing a few friends everywhere he 
went, impressive as a not-quite 
contender who knew he had a 
long way to go but meant to take 
the first step and the last. 

He’s spending a lot of time in 
New Hampshire these days, and 


means to spend some more in 
Massachusetts — especially if 
plans for a regional primary ma- 
terialize. He was here last week, 
driving down from Portsmouth 
to Saugus Wednesday night for a 
fundraising function sponsored 
by state Senator Steven 
McGrail. McGrail got all the 
money — $3500 or so, he claims 
— but Carter got what he came 
for too. It was a little before elev- 
en when he arrived. A couple of 
dozen ladies were doing the hul- 
ly gully and the rest of the thou- 
sand-plus folks in attendance 
were well along in their drinking. 
Not the best time for a speech. 

Carter gave a brief one, some 
of the usual stuff about re- 
storing our values, about as sub- 
stantive as you’d want to get 
with a strange audience more 
than mellow after two or three 
hours at Caruso’s Diplomat. And 
then he worked the room, miss- 
ing not a table, not a hand. 

He was up the next morning 
for a round of meetings at the 
Parker House: 8:00 with a half- 
dozen just plain folks who’d in- 
dicated some curiosity about 
Carter to his campaign staff; 
9:15 with a group of environ-

mentalists who wanted his op- 
position to the proposed Dickey- 
Lincoln Dam on record (they got 
it); a 10:30 press conference at 
which he dealt with everything 
from Cambodia to whether he’d 
get out if Ted got in (he 
wouldn’t); at 11:15 a meeting 
with small-bore Democratic 
State Committee types; and a 
noon reception for Senators and 
Reps. 

At the end of his morning, 
Carter said he didn’t see any- 
body who could beat him for the 
Democratic nomination, in- 
cluding Ted Kennedy and 
George Wallace. Amend that to 
read Carter knocks Wallace out 
of contention and ends up on the 
ticket with Kennedy, and may- 
be you’ve got yourself a scen- 
ario. 

* * + 

It wasn’t exactly a case of 
snatching defeat from the jaws of 
victory. 

And it wasn’t that there 
wasn’t, isn’t, considerable senti- 
ment for abolition of the Gover- 
nor’s Council — which might be 
aptly described as the world’s 
puniest deliberative body. 

It was just that Dukakis’s was 
an Edsel of an idea driven back- 
wards by a blindfolded chim- 
panzee wearing handcuffs. No 
way was it going to roar through 
a Constitutional Convention of 
both Houses of the General 
Court. 

The first big mistake was 
made on the drawing boards. 
Abolition of the Council is the 
second part of a reform of the 
manner in wich the Common- 
wealth selects its judges. The 
first was establishment of a ju- 
dicial screening commission, not 
unlike the ad hoc panel put to- 
gether, by Governor Sargent 
when mandatory retirement at 
70 took effect and there were 
more vacancies than the Gover- 
nor’s legal office could effec- 
tively deal with. Dukakis had 
liked that idea long before he 
was elected, and made it part of 
his platform. He was a little fuz- 
zy on it even then. First there 
would be commission members 
appointed by the Speaker and 
Senate President and Attorney 
General, as well as representa- 
tives of the lay public and the 
bar, plus those chosen by the 
Governor. When opponents and 
some in the press raised doubts 
that that would really take all 
the politics out of the process, 
Dukakis reluctantly admitted 
the idea might be imperfect and 
said he’d smooth off the edges 
when the time came. It did com- 
e, of course, and only one day 
late — he’d promised to sign the 
executive order creating the 
commission on the day he was 
sworn in — the judicial screening 
commission was created with the 
first stroke of the new guberna- 
torial pen. Some weeks later the 
panel was filled and trotted out 
for the cameras, in all its demo- 
graphic diversity: X males, Y 
females, lawyers, engineers, 
Spanish-surnamed, Blacks, Yan- 
kees. The Latvian Left-Handed 
Lute Lovers and Veterans of the 
Philippine Insurrection were in- 
censed that they had no repres- 
entation, but otherwise the com- 
mission was well received. 


So far, so good. Now there’s a 
screening commission, thought 
the Governor and his little legis- 
lative helpers, and we can pro- 
ceed with abolition of the Coun- 
cil. So His Excellency went down 
into the bowels of the Joint Ju- 
diciary Committee and gave the 
boys a stern lecture on what an 
anachronism that ancient ap- 
~ pendage was, that vestigial tail, 
and let us lop it off posthaste. At 
that stage, not a thought had 
been given to anything with 
which to replace the Council. All 
it really did, the lawmakers were 
told, was confirm judges, and 
with the brand-new model 1975 
Screening Commission now com-

It wasn’t that the five Puerto 
Rican families hadn’t expected 
trouble — they had. Name-cal- 
ling, threats and fistfights were 
things they had put up with be- 
fore. In this case, the trouble be- 
gan even before all of their fur- 
niture was moved to East Bos- 
ton’s Orient Heights housing 
project on April 29. What they 
didn’t expect was the mob vio- 
lence that followed that same 
night, when a gang of angry 
young people drove them from 
their apartments with rocks and 
gasoline bombs. It was what of- 
ficial reports call a “racial inci- 
dent.” For the frightened famil- 
ies, it was a welcome wagon they 
couldn't forget. Afraid to re- 
turn, they removed their furni- 
ture the following day under 
police escort and started looking 
again for someplace to live. 

* * 

Two weeks later, women from 
three of the five fire-bombed 
families are gathered in the liv- 
ing room of Eneida Cuba’s new- 
ly found apartment in Chelsea to 
tell their story. All of the famil- 
ies are now living in Chelsea, ex- 
plains Mrs. Cuba, who speaks 
English and translates for the 
others. Though they must pay 
rents they can scarcely afford, 
the women feel they have no 
choice. They won’t go back to 
East Boston at any price. 

“I feel safe in Chelsea.” Enei- 
da Cuba is 19. Dressed in cor- 
duroy jeans and a t-shirt, she 
looks even younger and hardly 
seems old enough to be the 
mother of the hefty 16-month- 
old baby running around the 
room in diapers. 

As Eneida tells it, for these 
families the past month has been 
- harrowing, and haunted by the 
fear of fire. Throughout the even- 
ing, fire is a persistent theme. 

Their troubles all began with 
fires. On two consecutive April 
nights, fire broke out in the Cross 
Street apartment building in 
Chelsea’s Puerto Rican neigh- 
borhood where the families of 
Eneida Cuba, Rosa Ruiz, Amer- 
ia Nazario, Maria Frometa and 
Elizabeth Cruzado were all liv- 


ing. Mrs. Cuba and her hus- 
band were away the evening the 
first fire started and returned to 
find the fire trucks shooting wa- 
ter onto the smoking building. 
Most of the apartments were 
thoroughly soaked but not burn- 
ed, and the residents were put up 
in a hotel. The next night, while

the famifies were still in the ho- 
tel, the Whole building went up 
in flames, along with all their 
clothes, furniture and _belong- 
ings. 

eT was awful, ” Mrs. Cuba re- 
members. “I couldn’t even go up 
there."’ This time the inside of 
her apartment had been com- 


pletely charred. Nothing was sal- 
vageable. Everything was gone: 
the sofa, two beds, the kitchen 
set, the refrigerator, the wash- 
ing machine, their clothes... . 

So they stayed on at the hotel 
and began to scour Chelsea for 
somewhere else to live. When 
several days of looking turned up 


- says Mrs. Cuba, 


nothing they could afford, Chel- 
sea Mayor Philip Spelman cal- 
led the Boston Housing Author- 
ity to see if it had any vacancies. 


The vacancies, it turned out, 


were in East Boston. 


“At first we refused to go,” 
“because we 
know it was bad. We know. Our 
friends got beat up going there to 
visit the Madonna in Orient 
Heights.” But pressure, she says, 
from a social agency that was 
helping the group finally per- 
suaded the families to accept the 
East Boston housing. It was 
against Mrs. Cuba’s better judg- 
ment: “I know something was 
going to happen. We said we 
could wait for something else, 
but they [people from the social 
service agency] got mad. I liked 
the apartment, but not the pro- 
ject.’ 


For America Nazario, the in- 
timidation began even before she 
was completely moved in. As she 
explains through Mrs. Cuba, she 
was transporting furniture to the 
apartment on Vallor Road with 
relatives when a black hearse 
containing several white young 
men appeared. The hearse start- 
ed following them and its occu- 
pants threw rocks. The harrass- 
ment became so frightening, she 
says, that her party decided to 
turn around and speed back to 
Chelsea. She never returned that 
night and was spared the fire- 
bombing that quickly drove the 
others out. 

* * 

The ugly three-story brick 
boxes whose appearance screams 
“project” seem an urban anom- 
aly on Orient Heights, which 
otherwise has a distinctly sub- 
urban flavor. The pastel Cape 
Cod houses with shutters and 
neatly trimmed hedges and the 
modest ranches surrounded by 
shade trees climb to the hill right 
to the edge of the ‘project, where 
the transition is abrupt and sur- 
prising. Suddenly there are no 
trees, no lawns. Only badly worn 


grass and yards of black as- . 


phalt. Graffiti are sprayed on the 
sidewalks and walls. Number 21 
Vallor Road, the site of the fire- 
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. 
ment, where all of the windows 


. 


bombing, is but one of the build- 
ings with boarded windows. 

In the entry way of a building 
just below No. 21 a group of kids, 
most of them teenagers, gathers 
to discuss the incident with the 
Phoenix. There is no doubt they 
enjoy being the center of atten- 
tion, and they tell their story 
with laughter and bravado. It is 
difficult to figure out how much 
of their performance is for the 
benefit of this audience. Never- 
theless, at least one thing is 
clear: their unanimous dislike of 
Puerto Ricans. 

They go by the names Herbie, 
Bobby, Bob, Teddy Bear, Den- 
ise, Teedee and Buddy, and the 
group includes girls and boys, 
blacks and whites. Their ac- 
count of the fire-bombing fol- 
lows. 

It was a Tuesday night, the 
night many in the project go toa 
gym. to play basketball. The 
game was over at around 9:00 
and a group of youths was hang- 

‘jing around afterward in the 
parking lot on Vallor Road, 
drinking and talking. 

“The kids were yelling ‘Get 
the Puerto Ricans,’ Bobby re- 
calls, when a Puerto Rican man 
who was not connected with the 
five Chelsea families ‘appeared. 
‘He was just a Puerto Rican vi- 
siting.”’ Still, according to the 
kids, one guy who is a little 
“crazy” went after him and beat 
him up. 

The actual fire-bombing did 
not take place until several hours 
later. Bobby, a thin blond teen- 
ager wearing a sleeveless tank 
shirt and religious medals, says, 
‘‘Everybody was rowdy and 
ready for a fight, so we got 
them.” 

As they tell it, the kids got the 
gas for their molotov cocktails by 
siphoning cars’ gas tanks. All in 
all, they say, about 24 people 


they are regarded by those who 
live outside the project. Perhaps 
the angered self-loathing in these 
remarks gives a glimpse of the 
hostility that boiled over on the 
night of the bombing. 

* * * 

Eneida Cuba says the fire- 
bombing started around 11:00 
p.m., when a molotov cocktail 
was thrown at the window of her 
sister-in-law Elizabeth Cruza- 
do’s apartment. Because most of 
the apartments were not yet 
ready for the new tenants, many 
of the windows were still cover- 
ed with plywood. This first one 
hit the plywood, covering it with 
burning gasoline. Mrs. Cuba 
says she rushed to her sister-in- 
law’s ‘assistance, and together 
they put the fire out. Then she 
ran out into the hall and asked a 
neighbor, someone already liv- 
ing in the building, to call the 
fire department. 


“He use bad language,” she 
says. “He said ‘fuck it’ and went 
into his apartment. He was 
drinking, I think.” 

Soon, she says, the bottles of 
gasoline were breaking against 
windows in all five apartments 
and unboarded windows were 
smashed. All five women gather- 
ed their children together and 
huddled in Mrs. Cuba’s apart- neighborhood kid. 


No. 21 Vallor Road, from which the Puerto Rican families were 
quickly routed. “I don’t like living with spics. Nobody does,” said a Heights say they never heard 


were boarded. Mrs. Cuba’s hus- 
band, the only man among the 
families, was away in Chelsea 
collecting furniture. The angry 
crowd prevented his return. 

‘Everybody was talking, ‘Why 
they do this to us?’ ”’ Mrs. Cuba 
remembers. ‘‘We were saying, 
‘Let’s stay. Let’s prove we're 
tough.’ It was stupid, I guess, to 
say that. We never did stay.” 

What changed their minds 
about staying was a fire bomb 
thrown at the front door of Mrs. 
Cuba's apartment. “The whole 
front door was burning.” And 
that door was the only way out 
— the windows were all sealed 
by plywood. 

Rosa Ruiz, who was in the be- 
sieged apartment, speaks excit- 
edly in Spanish. Mrs. Cuba 
translates. ‘I thought I was go- 
ing to die.”’ 

The room filled with smoke as 
the women struggled to extin- 
guish the burning door. Finally 
they succeeded, and shortly 
thereafter the police and fire de- 
partment arrived. 

That night they all left Orient 
Heights for good.

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Calling Kiley’s Accuser Into Question

When Henry D. Vara Jr., own- 
er of the two controversial Bay 
Village gay bars that are the sub- 
ject of a protracted, now four- 
week-old Boston Licensing 
Board hearing, repeatedly 
states, as part of his basic de- 
fense against the charges of Bay 
Village residents, that he was 
there first — and that he is the 
inheritor of a tradition of after- 
dark homosexual watering holes 
in the area — he is only partly 
correct. 

It is true that one of the two 
violence-ridden Broadway es- 
tablishments, Jacques, is a sec- 
ond-generation Vara enterprise. 
Henry Vara Senior began oper- 
ating Jacques as a lunchroom in 
the 1930s. 

However, The Other Side, the 
larger discotheque on the oppo- 
site side of the street, is not, as 
has been implied, the direct des- 
cendant of the notorious and now 
defunct Punch Bowl, once the 
premier (and Vara- owned) Bos- 
ton gay nightspot — although 
The Other Side probably did 
pick up most of the Punch 
Bowl’s clientele after the BRA 
replaced the bar with a parking 
lot in 1967. 

According to Licensing Board 
records, the Punch Bowl’s li- 
quor license (under the name of 
the Stuart Cafe Inc. at 230-236 
Stuart St.) was relocated on Feb. 
13, 1970 to 20 Boylston — a little 
hole in the wall operated by Va- 
ra and Rudy Guarino (of Sugar 
Shack fame) as Cavar Inc. It has 
changed name and character 
several times, operating as The 
Cave, Nashville North, The 
Cowardly Lion and, currently, as 
Bienvenue. 

The Other Side, however, 
traces its beginnings back to a 
staid restaurant known as The 
Nile, which the BRA, in its in- 
finite lack of judgment, moved 
from another location to Broad- 
way just as the South Cove ur- 
ban renewal plan, which has re- 
vived the Bay Village area, was 
getting underway. And the me- 
thod by which this liquor license 
came into the hands of Henry 
Vara is intriguing. 

The Nile was not successful in 
its new location and went into re- 
ceivership. Then, on Oct. 31, 
1967, the Licensing Board ap- 
proved transfer of its seven-day 
restaurant license to Profile 
Lounges, Inc., the president of 
which was Frank A. Cashman — 
the same Frank Cashman who is 
now a business associate of Hen- 
ry Vara’s and who dropped the 
biggest bombshell of these hear- 
ings so far by charging a mem- 
ber of the White administration 
with attempted extortion. 

When Cashman, a Harvard- 
educated lawyer, gained control 
of The Nile’s liquor license, how- 
ever, he had no business deal- 
ings with Henry Vara at all, and 
Vara, consequently, held no in- 
terest in The Other Side. It was 
competition for Jacques, and 
rather effective competition at 
that. 

But not for long. On Feb. 16, 
1968, The Other Side’s license 
was indefinitely suspended by 
the Licensing Board as a result of 
police complaints of a “locked 
door .. . and overcrowding con- 
ditions in violation of the build- 
ing law” as well as, according to 
the order shutting the place, 
“patrons, predominantly male, 
dancing together.” (The latter 
“offense,” according to Board 


For now, the rough stuff isn't in Vara’s bars — it’s at the Licensing Board hearings. 


in view of the difficulty the pol- 
ice have had of late in merely re- 
ducing the operating hours of 
these two bars for much more 
persuasive reasons. 

But shut the place down they 
did — “they” being the then- 
members of the Licensing Board: 
Chairman John J. Callahan (a 
lifelong friend of Vara) and 
board members Clarence Elam 
and Albert L. “Dapper” O’Neil. 

The place stayed closed for six 
months. But then, on August 22, 
1968, the Licensing Board sud- 
denly voted to lift the suspen- 
sion, allowing The Other Side to 
reopen. That same day, the 
board also approved a change of 
corporate officers from Cash- 
man, Aloise and Leduc to Henry 
Vara, his brother Carmine and 
Jacqueline Cuzzi. And the 5000 
shares of stock in Profile 
Lounges, Inc., all of which had 
been controlled by Frank Cash- 
man, fell into the hands of Hen- 
ry and Carmine Vara — 2500 
shares each. 

* * * 

Few of these details came out 
in the endless cross-examin-

all sectors of our economy. 

But the American Electric

another as they cling to lamp 
posts and taxi cabs amidst a 
three-foot-deep flood of the in- 
dustrial slag supposed to have 
been produced by stack gas 
scrubbers — to delve into the 
real reasons for our predica- 
ment. Little wonder that the or- 
ganization is on the Arab black- 
list! 

For me the entire ad cam- 
paign is epitomized in a salvo 
aimed not at the Arabs or the 


EPA but at those Americans 


sane and rational enough to sug- : 


gest a very simple way to fight 
the energy crisis: using less en- 
ergy. A well-dressed man with 
modishly long hair stands with a 
placard reading, ‘Generate Less 
Energy.” The headline coun- 
ters, “Sure. And generate gal- 
loping unemployment!” Then 
the ad continues: , 

There's no more nonsensical a 
concept than ‘generate less’ as a 
solution to our energy crisis. 

The nonsense is revealed by 
this evidence: it took energy to 
produce everything we have in 
this country. 

Everything. . 

Since we produce more than 
any other nation, America uses 
35° of the world’s energy and 
enjoys the highest standard of 
living. 

Just start listening to the cri- 
tics of our society, start generat- 
ing less energy, and the plum- 
met begins. 


Less production, fewer jobs, 
lower demand for products, fol- 
lowed by still further diminish- 
ed production and galloping un- 
employment until America is ev- 
entually reduced to the hard life. 

That is what no-growth cri- 

tics advocate — whether they 
realize it or not. 
That is certainly not a very-ev- 
en-handed explanation of what 
“no-growth critics” advocate, 
but it is a fairly apt description 
of the situation unbridled growth 
has gotten us into today. 

The American Electric Power 
System has some valid points to 
make. Perhaps coal should not 
be the black sheep of the fuel 


family. Maybe we should not be- 


exporting it when we have to im- 
port oil. Perhaps low-sulfur coal 
deposits in the West should be 
opened up for use, and the Clean 
Air Act reexamined to ascertain 
the realism of its standards in 
terms of the technology avail- 
able. 


At the same time we don’t 
need. the blasted moonscapes 
produced by strip mining nor the 
smog that mars vistas, destroys 
property and endangers health. 
And most of all, we don’t need 
any more caricature Arabs, 
doomsday scenarios and sim- 
plistic propaganda. 

Perhaps a label should be de- 
vised for such ads, something 
akin to that used now in cigar- 
ette advertising. It might read: 

CAUTION: UTILITY ADVERTISING 
MAY BE HAZARDOUS TO THE NA- 
TIONAL HEALTH. :

back to the ending of war and the 


‘creation of peacemaking instru- 


ments and_ institutions. 

What is to be done? We need 
to affirm those people in Viet- 
nam, Buddhist and Christian, 
working people and students, 
women and men, who have been 
working consistently for peace- 
ful change in South Vietnam. 
They brought down the Diem 
government, they resisted US in- 
tervention, and they have op- 
posed Thieu. Their resistance ef- 
fort includes the element of re- 
conciliation — they have never 
used guns and tanks. The cur- 
rent offensive is a setback to 
their cause, but I believe they 
will remain a vital force in Viet- 
nam no matter which flag flies. 
We need to be concerned about 
the fate of these third-force peo- 
ple in both Saigon-controlled 
areas (if any remain), and in the 
new PRG areas; it’s to be hoped 
that a new set of political pris- 
oners will not take the place of 
present political prisoners. __ 

In the US, we must continue 
to work to end all military aid to 
Vietnam and to begin to send 
truly humanitarian aid to all sec- 
tors of the country. It is import- 
ant for us to work to avoid any 
pretext for new US military ac- 
tion in South Vietnam. It is espe- 
cially important for us to main- 
tain a visible peace movement 
which speaks out for peace on all 
occasions.

ing off the assembly line, there 
was simply no need for confir- 
mation of judicial selections that 
were obviously going to be flaw- 
less and beyond cavil. 

A couple of cool heads on and 
off the Joint Judiciary Com- 
mittee began to see problems, 
however. For one thing, with the 
Governor selecting judges from a 
pool selected by a panel selected 
by the Governor and nobody 
thereafter having a say in the 
matter, the whole thing was 
pretty far removed from the peo- 
ple. And for another, it may not 
have occurred to Governor Du- 
kakis and his helpers, but there 
is likely to come a time when 
they are no longer around. And if 
the next Governor doesn’t want a 
screening commission and 
there’s no Council, what then? 

There is a tide in the affairs of 
men, and at this point it should 
have been clear to the Gover- 
nor’s legislative office that they 
had missed it. Even a perfunc- 
tory round of interviews with the 
leadership would have revealed 
that there was virtually no sen- 
timent to write the screening 
commission into the Constitu- 
tion. That established, it be- 
came clear that abolition of the 
Council was in big trouble. 
There must be some constitu- 
tionally inundated review of ju- 
dicial nominations, and if not by 
the Council, then by whom? And 
why not by the Council? No- 
body made a showing that Sonny 
and the Seven Dwarfs had any 
worse record at wheeling and 
dealing over judge- and clerk- 
ships than, say, the United 
States Senate. And without such 
a showing, there wasn’t any real 
reason to abolish the Council. 

Easy enough to chalk the loss 
up to the inexperience of Lanny 
Johnson and Dan Taylor, the 
Governor's two very bright but 
very young legislative lieuten- 
ants. But I prefer to blame it on 


_the old man’s inability to sit 


back and listen to the views of 
people who might know just as 
much about a problem as even 
he. And to his celebrated 
abstemiousness. It’s not enough 
to wander down to the sandwich 
counter in shirtsleeves and give 
every other possible surface in- 
dication of being one of the boys. 
Sometimes, when one is a Gov- 
ernor, it helps to have some of 
the other boys, the big ones any- 
way, in for a little loose talk and 
libation of a legislative after- 
noon.

It really happened. The Real Paper, 
Cambridge’s noble experiment in com- 
munal journalism, was officially trans- 
ferred last week to a handful of corporate 
lawyers, a Republican politician and a 
Rockefeller. And several members of the 
staff began to head for the hills, some by 
choice, and others by decree of the new 
editor. 

Though the former editor, David Gel- 
ber, told the Harvard Crimson he was 
“delighted” with his replacement, Mar- 
tin Linsky, other Real Paper staffers 
found their joy tempered somewhat. First, 
the final purchase price, $321,000, was 
$4000 less than originally anticipated, 
and second, there were those who were 
hoping to stay on but found themselves 
out in the cold the very first day Linsky 
was on the job. 

After taxes, the money held in escrow to 
pay unexpected debts and settle pending 
legal hassles, and expenses relating to the 
sale, the final amount to be divided 
among the 32 stockholders came to $150,- 
000. (Included in the unsettled legal mat- 
ters, though, are suits to deprive two 
stockholders of their shares.) But as it 
stands now, each stockholder will receive 
$4,687.50 at the end of May. 

That's not the entire bundle, however. 
One final round of bonuses averaged 
$1400 per stockholder, and, if all debts 
and lawsuits are settled amicably, it is 
hoped that each ultimately will receive an 
average total of as much as $8800. 

Linsky’s first action upon setting foot 

on the premises was, they say, to fire one 
staffer who had distributed a memo rais- 
ing questions about the propriety of the 
sale. - 
Stockholders of the new Real Paper 
(PQR Inc.) and the amount of stock they 
control, are: Ralph Fine, 60 percent; Da- 
vid Rockefeller Jr., 22 percent, Linsky, 8 
percent; James R. Bauld, 5 percent; and 
William F. Weld, 5 percent. 


And Linsky, in a prepared statement, 
described the paper’s future directions as 
‘threefold’: 1) ““Those decisions which af- 
fect the lives of others, whether made in 
the board rooms or the State House, must 
be exposed to scrutiny; those who make 
them must be held accountable for the 


consequences of their acts’; 2) “The 
newspaper will be a survival kit — antici- 
pating, explaining, guiding, prescribing 
and even seeing the humor and some- 
times the absurdity of it all”; and 3) arts 
and entertainment in greater Boston will 
be reported, analyzed and listed. 
* 

Reports out of Channel 2 indicate that 
Bob Ferrante, News and Public Affairs 
Director, is being replaced.

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_Mass. ERA: A Lesson as Well as a Victory 


By Karen Lindsey 

The -Massachusetts Equal 
Rights Amendment, like the fed- 
eral ERA, is one of the most un- 
radical, even innocuous, issues 
in the women’s movement — so 
much so, in fact, that many rad- 
ical feminists (myself included) 
have failed to take it as ser- 
iously as it deserves. If passed by 
the voters of Massachusetts, it 
would change a few words in the 
preamble to the Massachusetts 
Constitution so that it would 
read: 

“All persons are born free and 
equal, and have certain natural, 
essential, and unalienable 
rights: among which may be rec- 
koned the right of enjoying and 
defending their lives and lib- 
erties, that of acquiring, pos- 
sessing, and protecting proper- 
ty; in fine, that of seeking and 
obtaining their safety and hap- 
piness. 

“Equality of rights under the 
law shall not be denied or 
abridged because of sex, race, 
color, creed, or national origin.” 

The second paragraph is an 
addition; the only change in the 
first is the word ‘‘persons,” 
which originally read “men.” 
The word “‘born”’ is in the orig- 
inal preamble; it is not a change 
from “created,” as some oppon- 
ents, who see the Mass. ERA asa 
pro-abortion bill, have claimed. 

According to Massachusetts 
law, a constitutional amend- 
ment must be passed by two sep- 
arate legislatures and then by 
the citizenry. The 1972 Consti- 


tutional Convention passed the 
ERA bill unanimously, and un- 
til a few weeks ago no one, not 
even the feminists in the Legis- 
lature, doubted that the 1975 
Convention would do the same. 
But then a flurry of anti-ERA ac- 
tivity suddenly appeared, much 
of it involving anti-busing forces 
but most coming from a group 
called Women for a Constitu- 
tional Government, headed na- 
tionally by Phyllis Schlafly and 
locally by Maxine Tremaine. 
Fortunately, several feminists 
from groups such as NOW and 
the Governor’s Commission on 
the Status of Women were able 
to enlist women from 40 organ- 
izations in an ad hac Massachu- 
setts State Equal Rights Amend- 


ment Coalition, which joined ° 


with such ERA supporters as Lo- 
la Dickerman and other women 
Cabinet members, Kitty Duka- 
kis and the newly formed Mas- 
sachusetts Caucus of Women 
Legislators, whose membership 
ranges from NOW liberationist 
Lois Pines to the otherwise con- 
servative Marie Howe. Together 
they successfully countered the 
“myths and lies’’. circulated 
.about the amendment, and on 
April 14 the Constitutional Con- 
vention again passed it. It will 
now appear on the 1976 ballot. 

The concrete benefits of the 
state ERA are limited but im- 
portant. Although it would have 
no effect on any federal institu- 
tions, it would help clarify sex- 
discrimination cases that come 
before such state-involved agen-

cies as the Mass. Commission 
Against Discrimination. Both 
the 14th Amendment and Title 
VII of the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
are of limited value in discrim- 
ination cases, the Coalition 
women claim, and the ERA will 
“provide a handle to mandate 


legislative change . . . and chal- 
lenge discriminatory laws 
through the courts.’’ They fur- 
ther believe that it will force the 
Legislature to “remedy existing 
inequities in the law in a unif- 
orm and comprehensive man- 
ner,” thus eliminating the need 


for individuals to go through the 
courts to fight specific laws un- 
der the “uncertain 14th Amend- 
ment theories.” 

For some of the Coalition 
women, ERA’s symbolic aspects 
are as important as the prag- 
matic ones. “If we lost as basic a 
fight as this,’ says Bert Benja- 
min, “the credibility of the 
whole women’s movement would 
suffer.” 

Why is there so much vehe- 
ment opposition to the ERA, 
even among women? According 
to the Coalition women with 
whom I spoke and to Nancy Bor- 
man of the New York feminist 
newspaper, Majority Report, 
these people have accepted out- 
and-out lies about the havoc that 
would result from passage of 
either the local or national ERA. 
Distinctions between the two 
have been blurred by anti-ERA 
campaigners here, say Deanna 
Lackaff and Ann Kendall of the 
Coalition, and they believe the 
confusion has been deliberate. 
Thus, much of the attack on the 
local bill has focused on fears 


“ about the military draft and so- 


cial security payments, both of 
which are ‘exclusively federal 
issues that no state law would af- 
fect. Women for Constitutional 
Government distributed a “‘fact 
sheet” about the federal ERA to 
discourage support for the local 
bill; their “facts” are, to say the 

least, remarkable. 
ERA, the pamphlet explains,

Then, according the Majority 
Report, Mutual of Omaha got 
into the act. A Nebraskan em- 
ployee of the company told the 
paper that a room in its offices 
was filled with boxes of Schla- 
fly's newsletter, which was being 
distributed by the company’s 
lawyer, Richard Proud, a state 
representative who had spear- 
headed the drive to get Nebras- 
ka to rescind its ratification of 
the ERA. According to Majority 
Report, there are also other in- 
surance companies behind the- 
anti-ERA forces in several 
states. Borman suggests that 
these companies depend on male 
guilt for there sales, that their 
design is to promote the pitiable 
image of a widow and orphans 
left penniless by a husband’s 
death. If the ERA were implem- 
ented, more women might 
choose to work, and they might 
earn enough money to dispel 
some of the fear engendered by 
this image. Further research 
Majority Report has been doing 
suggests the involvement of 
other large industries in anti- 
ERA activity. Borman also 


points with suspicion to over- 
lapping membership lists of 
anti-ERA groups and “right-to- 
life’’ organizations. 

Whatever parties are behind 
the anti-ERA drive, it is clear 
that they have succeeded in 
manipulating the legitimate 
fears that many poor and 
working-clags people have of any 
governmental involvement in 
their lives. As several of the 
women I spoke with noted, these 
people have been and continue 
to be victimized by taxes, poor 
education, employment inse- 
curities and other infringements 
on their well-being. These are 
very emotional issues, and it is 
hardly surprising that people re- 
act emotionally and that their 
responses are used by interests 
that have much to gain by keep- 
ing them down. 

And so we have ended up in a 
situation where many women 
perceive feminism not as a fight 
to increase women’s options, but 
as a threat to close the few op- 
tions they already have. For such 
women the image of the move- 
ment as a sinister combination of 
hippies and upper-class career 
women is still strong, and it re- 
mains a major part of our task to 
combat this misconception and 
convince these women that the 
forces they are aligning them- 
selves with, knowingly or un- 
knowingly, are the forces that 
are oppressing them. The wom- 
en of the Mass. State ERA Co- 
alition are convinced that we can

In his attempt to discre- 
dit Cashman’s previous testi-

to repair bills to a bank’s fore- 
closure on a $76,000 Bay Village 
townhouse. DeMarco was seek- 


= 


' ing to show that Vara had bail- 


ed Cashman out of some of his 
debts so he could then argue that 
Cashman, in his charge against 
Kiley, was lying to repay the 
boss. 

Under questioning, Cashman 
conceded that Vara had bought 
the townhouse in question from 
the bank following foreclosure, 
but he insisted that, though Va- 
ra had apparently paid $10,000 
to buy his way into The Other 
Side, Cashman never got the 
money. He was not asked to ex- 
plain further, and didn’t. 

Frank DiMento, Vara’s law- 
yer, maintained that DeMarco 
had failed in his attempt to im- 
peach Cashman’s testimony. 
“He has not demonstrated this 
witness’s indebtedness to Va- 
ra,"’ DiMento told the board. 

‘DeMarco: “He showed his in- 
debtedness to Vara by commit-

is remark was “‘struck from 
the record.” 

At another point, DeMarco 
tried to get Cashman to confess 
that he and DiMento had, in ef- 
fect, conspired to present the tes- 
timony against Kiley under oath 
at a public hearing in order to 
shield Cashman from a slander 
suit. 


Cashman denied it. “I’m not 
even certain,” he said, “that I 
am protected from civil liabili- 
ty, and it would not concern me 
if I wasn't.” 

DeMarco: ‘“‘It probably 
wouldn't, since you’ve been sued 
22 times in three years.” 

This remark was also 
“struck.” 


The week's proceedings, for 
the most part, were unproduc- 
tive. And though the Vara forces 
seem to have gained few sympa- 
thetic ears (none at all in the 
press and seemingly only Wil- 
liam Arrigal on the Licensing 
Board), their charge against De- 
puty Mayor Kiley has succeed- 
ed in diverting the attention of 
the media from the issue at hand 
— the problems created by the 
bars. Last week no less than four 
Globe columns, for example, 
were about the controversy, two 
by Dave Farrell and one apiece 
by Carol Surkin and Mike Bar- 
nicle, and each dealt not with 
the violence, vandalism, prosti- 
tution, etc. that the police con- 
tend the Vara bars encourage,

And each columnist said the 
same thing — I don’t believe it. 

Now all we need is for Jeremi- 
ah V. Murphy to jump on the Ki- 
ley bandwagon — ‘‘And so what 
if Bob Kiley worked for the CIA? 
The CIA is 0.K.” 

Still, the very fact that the 
charges were made has scarred 
Kiley’s reputation. Much of that 
damage is irreparable, even 
though Atty. Gen. Francis Bel- 
lotti’s quickie investigation of 
the charges has concluded that 
there is no credible evidence to 
support them. 


But this does not justify De- 
Marco's attempt, with very little 
evidence, to link Cashman’s at- 
tack on Kiley with one of the 
Mayor’s political opponents. De- 
Marco was able to establish that 
1) the Varas use state Senator 
Joe Timilty’s brother for their 
linen service and 2) Timilty’s 
lawyer, Paul Goodrich, was sit- 
ting in the hearing room with 
John Polcari, a Vara associate, 
the day Cashman leveled the 
charges. A pretty weak case, and 
if that’s all there is to it, the Ti- 
milty innuendoes should not 
have been raised at all. 


But don’t go away, folks, be- 
cause the hearings are continu- - 
ing and the Vara forces are pro- 
mising more bombshells. And for 
you sight-seers, if things are rel- 
atively quiet down in Bay Vil- 
lage these days, don’t despair. 
The rough-and-tumble has been 
transferred to the eighth floor of 
City Hall.

accomplish this, though no one 
expects it to be easy. 

The decision of the Constitu- 
tional Convention to allow the 
Mass. ERA on the 1976 ballot 
will have no earth-shattering ef- 
fects as regards the social revol- 
ution many of us dream of. For 
better or worse, it will not create 
an amazon army, flood our 
schools with gay activist teach- 
ers, or destroy the foundations of 
the nuclear family. (In fact, it 
won't do anything if the Massa- 
chusetts voters decide next year 
they don’t want it.) But if Bert 
Benjamin is right, it will give re- 
newed energy to some feminists 
and even create ‘‘a new wave of 
feminist activists in the State 
House.” Hopefully it will make 
passage of the Federal ERA eas- 
ier. And most important, as 


women find ‘themselves helped 
by it, perhaps it will serve to 
eliminate the fears and miscon- 
ceptions many have about the 
women’s movement. 

For the movement itself, it has 
been yet another lesson in the 
dangers of resting on our laur- 
els. This is the second time in the 
past few years we’ve relaxed af- 
ter a hard-won battle and allow- 
ed our opponents to organize 
against us. The right to abor- 
tion, which we had believed se- 
cure, is in grave danger for sim- 
ilar reasons. Fortunately, a few 
seasoned activists recognized the 
threat to the state ERA in time 
to mobilize support for the legis- 
lators in the Women’s Caucus. 
Maybe by now we’ve learned 
that our enemies are well-funded 
and shrewd, and that no victory 
is ever certain enough to take for 


granted. And hopefully; femin- « 


ist radicals have also learned 
that no feminist issue is too min- 
or, or too “liberal,”’ for our con- 
cern.

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CINEMA 
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WELFARE #1 


Without doubt there are abuses of the 
welfare system and many abled bodied 
people are taking advantage of it. This 
station supports steps that would trim the 
fat, and will take a closer look at them in 
future editorials. 

However, several of the welfare cuts 
recently proposed by the Dukakis Adminis- 
tration raise some very serious questions: 
—if adult dental care is limited only to 
emergencies, does this mean a cavity won't 
be filled until an expensive abscess 
develops? 

— if utility bills are not paid, does this mean 
that.a family would be left to freeze in the 
middle of winter? 

— if hundreds of ex-convicts are knocked 
off the welfare rolls, will they end up 

back in prison, costing the taxpayers 
$5-$10,000 per year per person? 

— child care programs have enabled 
thousands of welfare recipients to become 
self-supporting, does it make sense to 

cut these programs? 

In making welfare cuts, careful analysis 
and foresight are critical. What good are 
short-term savings if they result in long- 
term more costly expenses? 


WELFARE #2 


Although we have reservations about many 
of the welfare cuts proposed by the Dukakis 
administration, there are several steps 
which we view as necessary. 

First, we believe that employable persons 
receiving welfare should lose their aid if 
they refuse to take available jobs, even if 
the opportunities are not comparable in 
salary or status to previous employment or 
training. 


Secondly, we support the olirnination of 
initial needs, a program which has had 
skyrocketing costs. Supplying complete 
sets of furniture and other items without 
adequate controls has become a luxury we 
can no longer afford. 

We also believe that there is a critical need 
for tightening management and administra- 
tion of public welfare. The loss of federal 
as well as state dollars due to errors and 
overpayments must stop. Whether it takes . 
simplification of programs or strict super- 
vision, welfare must be run in a more 
efficient way. 

Finally, we applaud governor Dukakis’ 
recognition of the effectiveness of the 
welfare department’s support unit. This 
unit, which had collected millions of dollars 
from negligent fathers, will reap even higher 
returns with the recommended additional 
staff. 


WELFARE #3 


Proposed welfare cuts should be carefully 
considered by every citizen in the common- 
wealth. All final decisions have humani- 
tarian as well as fiscal implications for which 
all share the responsibility. 

In a previous editorial we outlined those 
cuts Boston 7 supports. We will now high- 
light some areas which should not be 
curtailed despite the fiscal crisis. 

Services for battered and abused children 
should not be restricted. This is a legal as 
well as a moral obligation. 

Services to troubled adolescents can help 
young people to become productive mem- 
bers of society, keeping many of them out 
of expensive prisons and mental institutions. 
Day care has enabled many families to 
become self-supporting. This program, 
despite its costs, should continue to thrive. 
Reducing the availability of family planning 
services will benefit no one in the long run. 
Services to elderly and disabled persons 
have enabled many to live independently, 
as opposed to hospitals and nursing 

home Care. 

Boston 7 does not believe that cutting 
meaningful services is morally or financially 
justifiable. It is through effective services 
that we can beat the welfare dilemma and 
build a healthier, more productive society.

Flynn seems to be regarded may 
stem from another source, ac- 
cording to one knowledgeable 
observer, who said, . ‘“Louise 
seems to think Flynn’s an up- 
start. After all, she’s been nur- 
turing this thing for 10 years.” 

But far more significant that 
the mayoral squabbles — or even 
the recent splits — is a problem 
that has beset ROAR from the 
outset: its inability to organize to 
any real degree in several vital 
neighborhoods, including Dor- 
chester, Allston-Brighton and 
Jamaica Plain. [Its greatest 
strength has always been in 
South Boston, East Boston and 
Hyde Park.] 

“It’s much more difficult for 
them to build a constituency 
here,”’ said a Jamaica Plain re- 
sident. ‘“They build on fear and 
threats, and that’s tougher to do 
in a mixed neighborhood.” 


The Allston-Brighton situ- 
ation is roughly equivalent. With 
a large elderly population and, 
therefore, unfilled seats in its 
schools, black students have 
been bused there for several 
years now. But this September a 
significant number of local elem- 
entary school students are to be 
bused out of the neighborhood 
for the first time. 


“There’s a strong feeling that 
the guy [Garrity] went over- 
board,” said Joe Smith of the 
Allston-Brighton Civic Associ- 
ation. “I think there’s going to be 
a lot of flak, and somebody who’s 
got a real constituency in the 
community could step in and get 
it going for ROAR.” His impli- 
cation is that ROAR must re- 
place its current Allston-Brigh- 
ton organizer, Adam Kasprzak. 

In addition to holding no 
powerbase in the community, 
Kasprzak exemplifies the bank- 
ruptcy of ROAR’s ideas when it 
comes to genuine educational 
issues. Asked why ROAR had 
net had much to say.about the 
quality of education, Kasprzak 
replied, ‘“There’s very little you 
can do. Right now we’re just 
touching on the book issue. 
We’ve found out there are some 
books that don’t belong in the 
Boston public schools, some of 
the obscene books they use. . .” 
Kasprzak went on to cite Catch- 
er in the Rye, Catch-22 and 
Manchild in the Promised Land 
as examples. And although his 
remarks may raise the specter of 
ROAR book-burnings some- 
where down the road, so far the 
group has confined itself to sev- 
eral other oft-repeated con- 
cerns. Here are the major ones: 

—Crime. “It is a fact,’ wrote 
anti-busing leaders Hicks, Mich- 
ael Flaherty and Billy Bulger in 
a famous statement last fall, 
“that no responsible, clear- 
thinking person, knowing the 
realities of life in that commun- 
ity [Roxbury] would send his 
child there.... 

“There are at least one hun- 
dred black people walking 
around in the black community 
who have killed white people 
during the past two years,” the 
statement continued. ‘““They 
have gone unapprehended.”’ 

The “one hundred black”’ kil- 
lers total proved to be grossly 
exaggerated. The figure, for ex- 
ample, included 50 blacks who 
had been initially reported as 
stoning a white fisherman to 
death; an autopsy showed, how- 
ever, that the man had been 
stapped to death — and three 
black juveniles were arrested. 
(See “‘Bulger’s Shrinking List of 
Black Killers,’ Phoenix, Octo- 
ber 1, 1974.) 

Bulger, the prime author of 
the statement, defended it none- 
theless: “What I’m trying to ex- 
press is this: the people in our 
community know about the 
heinousness of the kinds of 
crimes committed in that com- 
munity, and they know the kinds 
of victims that get it.” 

—Busing lowers educational 
standards. “In the elementary 
grades,” said Janet Palmariello, 


“West Roxbury’s ROAR leader, 
“they [blacks] seem to do okay. 
But in the middle and high 
school grades they seem to drop 
off. It says something there. 

Those kids need help, 
they really do,” she continued. 
“You’re not doing a thing for 
them by keeping it quiet.“ 

There is a corollary to this par- 
ticular theme: that education 
was just fine in the white schools 
before this year. ‘‘We’re very 
proud of our schools,” said Mary 
Binda, a ROAR member from 
Southie. ‘‘We’ve enjoyed the 
community school system for 
years,” said Allston’s Kasprzak. 
“We put a lot of effort into our 
schools in West Roxbury,” said 

Janet Palmariello, who added, 
“but the same thing’s not hap- 
pening in Roxbury. They don’t 
care about the schools. The par- 
ent interest, there is none.” 

—Discipline has become lax. 
“IT don’t care how many times 
the NAACP tells you that there’s 
more blacks getting suspended 
and all this,’ said Mrs. Palma- 
riello. “It’s just not so. The dou- 
ble standards in schools today 
are making my kids racist.” 

—Communism in the schools. 

‘This is a new one, added to the 
arsenal since violence flared two 
weeks ago during a march by the 
far-left Progressive Labor Party 
(PLP). A few days afterwards, 
leaflets were circulated in 
Southie that concluded: “Keep 
the Communists out of our 
schools and our kids out of 
court.’’ And just days after that, 
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Mrs. Hicks chimed in with a 
warning to NAACP president 
Thomas Atkins to bar PLP 
members from the NAACP’s 
Freedom March. 

“At this critical point in the 


history of race relations in Bos- 
ton,’’ said Mrs. Hicks, “‘it is im- 
perative that the NAACP and all 
other organizations dedicated to 
the elimination of racism of any 
form, disavow itself from these 
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Communist ‘Commandoes who 
would turn any honorable ac- 
tion into a hypocritical farce.” 

From all that we can gather, 
these themes — along with the 
self-fulfilling prophecy of white 
flight to the suburbs — are the 
major tenets of the ROAR creed. 
Lip service is occasionally given 
to issues like school closings and 
the termination of remedial pro- 
grams, but ROAR’s track record 
in actually fighting such cut- 
backs appears virtually non- 
existent. Instead, ROAR plays 
the role of an action group with 
one overriding issue — opposi- 
tion to forced busing — and its 
public statements tend to be 
simple explanations of its choice 
of demonstration targets. 

Coming from the mouths of 
ROAR’s top leadership, these ex- 
planations can display a certain 
sophistication. But rank-and-file 
ROAR members can be more 
straightforward. One Southie 
ROAR member told us why the 
home of William Mercer, United 
Way chairman, had been pic- 
keted. In addition to giving mon- 
ey to two other groups allegedly 
involved in desegregation, the 
ROAR member said, the United 
Way was giving money to the 
Huntington Avenue YMCA. 

‘Now they run these field trips 
to the Blue Hills,” he said, “‘with 
15 whites and 30 blacks. It’s a 
brainwashing thing. They use 
them for experiments. The in- 
structor brought along one can- 
teen for both blacks and whites. I 
think it’s *foolish.”

Some things . 

No one who has observed the 
“rise” of the Chicago Bulls over 
the years could feign surprise at 
the outcome of Wednesday 
night’s Western Division Cham- 
pionship game. The Bulls, as has 
frequently been their wont, led 
by as many as 14 points, and at 
the conclusions of the first 
three quarters, held leads of 5, 11 
and 6 points, respectively. In the 
fourth, however, they began to 
emulate the South Vietnamese 
‘Army defending the Presi- 
dential Palace, in a graphic dis- 
play of what book editor R.D. 
Rosen, an erstwhile Chicagoan, 
informs me is known around 
Lake Michigan as the “Chicago 
Syndrome.” 

It is left, then, to the Golden 
State Warriors to avenge the 
Celtics against Washington. No 
such luck. The only marked dif- 
ference between the Warriors 
and the Bulls as_ prospective 
stumbling blocks for the Bullets 
is that now it may conceivably 
require six games instead of five 
for Washington to be crowned 
champions.

cago to kick around any more. 
Chet Walker is retiring, and the 
decline of the once-dominating 
Nate Thurmond is truly pit- 
iable. (Beaten out of a starting 
position by, of all people, Boer- 
winkle, Thurmond didn’t score a 
single field goal in the final 
game.) While his recent two-year 
contract probably rules out im- 
mediate retirement, one is 
tempted to opine that at this 
point Nate could probably make 
a genuine contribution to only 
one team in the NBA — the Cel- 
tics, as a spot backup center.

Even a game and a half out of 
first, all is clearly not well. While

Bruce Civollo and John Ander- 
son had driven 23 hours straight, 
from New Orleans to Landover, 
so they could see their favorite 
basketball team, the Boston Cel- 
tics, win the sixth game of their 
series with the Washington Bul- 
lets. Pete Barbarich had more 
faith in the Celtics than the Cel- 
tics. He and his buddies had set 
off in Pete’s 1974 Dodge Charger 
before the fifth game had ended 
on Friday night. When they 
reached Mississippi, Pete called 
New Orleans to make sure that 
the Celtics had won and that 
there was going to be a sixth 
game. 

Pete did not have a lot of time 
to play with, so he stopped only 
for gas and at Chapel Hill, N.C. 
to buy University of North Car- 
olina t-shirts. Landover was the 
first destination of a quickie 
sports-freak odyssey. From 
there, he and Bruce and John 
would go to Philadelphia to see 
Dick Allen’s return to baseball, 
and then proceed to Boston to 
watch the Celtics win the se- 
venth game with the Bullets. 
This is what Pete Barbarich 
thought he would do. 

At least Pete got to see Dick 
Allen hit a single. And the North 
Carolina t-shirts will be a big hit 
in his pick-up games back at Our 
Lady of Holy Cross College in 
New Orleans. Maybe he will see 
Boston another time. 

Standing in dark Capital Cen- 
tre long after the Celtics had 
messed up the first part of his 
journey by losing the sixth game 
and the series to the Bullets, 
Pete, whose Charger now had a 
lot of new miles on it, grinned 
philosophically and put things in 
perspective. 

“Shoot, man,” Pete Barbar- 
ich said. ‘‘We knew we weren’t 
coming up here to see no con- 
cert, where we knew what songs 
some guy was gonna sing and 
how long it was gonna take him 
to sing "em. We came to see a 
basketball game, and some- 
body’s gotta lose. So we gamb-

led. So we lost.” 


So the Celtics gambled. So 
they lost. 


In retrospect, it looks like the 
Bullets were the only bet all 
along; the only way the Celtics 
could have won this series was if 
Chick Anderson had been keep- 
ing score. The Bullets had good 
shooting, good defense, better 
coaching, five splendid players 
named Hayes, Chenier, Unseld, 
Porter and Weatherspoon, plus 
Elvin Hayes’s good buddy, God. 

The Celtics, alas, had only 
Celtic Pride, that wonderful 
mountain named Paul Silas, an 
aging prizefighter named John 
Havlicek and special guest ap- 
pearances from David Cowens 
and Jo-Jo White. It was a mis- 
match. 

“It seemed like we were dig- 
ging ourselves out of a hole the 
whole way,” said John Havlicek 
in the funeral parlor that was the 
bus to the airport Sunday. ‘“‘We 
got behind after we blew the first 
game, we lost the home court ad- 
vantage which we knew we had 
to have, and we were always a 
step behind them.” 

John, of course, was a step be- 
hind himself in this series. He 
was a good player, not a great 
player. He will never again be 
the marvelous, dominant figure 
he was from 1969 to 1974. A su- 
perhuman performance from 
Havlicek might have saved the 
Celtics for one more champion- 
ship, but John is sadly and in- 
evitably human now. When he 
said wryly to Paul Westphal on 
the bus, “‘It’s official, we’re 
gone,” he might as well have 
been talking about the extra gifts 
he possessed for the last five 
years that set him so definitely 
apart from all the other people 
who have played his game. 

Even to the end on Sunday, 
Havlicek would not submit to 


either age or the Bullets. Time 


and again in the last two 
minutes, the game lost, he would 
push the ball up the court on 
useless fast-breaks, stop and pop 
meaningless jump shots, drive 
spectacularly between two men 
for lay-ups that could not save 


his team. It was like a 15th- 
round flurry of punches from a 
fighter who had already lost on 
points. 

‘What else was I going to do?” 
John Havlicek said. 

Somehow the Celtics lost their 
last basketball game of this sea- 
son by only six points, 98-92. 
Somehow they fought back from 
a 15-point half-time deficit to 
make one last run at the Bul- 
lets, a run that quieted the vio- 
lent and vocal Landover fans for 
at least a short time. 

“T really thought we were gon- 
na get them in the second half,” 
White said. ‘‘But even when we 
got close, we couldn’t get the 
shots we needed.”’ White shot 7- 
for-25 in the sixth game. Most of 
those seven came in the third 
period when the Celts came 
back, and they were not nearly 
enough to salvage the series for 
White, whose play was spotty 
and careless throughout. 

White was right about one 
thing, though. The Celtics 
couldn’t get the shots they want- 
ed, and when they got them, 
they couldn’t make them. Ne- 
ver once did the Celtics string to- 
gether points in this series as 
they had done all year long and 
in the Houston series. Never 
once did they go on one of those 
famed 20-4 blitzes that leave the 
opposing coach signalling fran- 
tically for a time out and the fans 
searching frantically for the 
nearest bathroom. The Celtics 
did dominate stretches in the 
series, for six to eight minutes, 
but it was always defense and re- 
bounding that did it. 

There are so many directions 
in which an accusing finger can 
be pointed, toward Cowens’s 
sporadic play until the last two 
games, Havlicek’s slowing down, 
White’s poor performances, the 
lack of playing time for Paul 
Westphal. But there is no es- 
caping the fact that the Celtics, 
over six games, shot less than 40 
percent. There was no way that 
they could win shooting like 
that. Unless the Bullets had shot 
worse. 

Unfortunately, the Bullets 
were shooting spectacularly. Oh,

the overall percentage may have 


been only 46 percent, but the 
team was so well balanced, with 
different players scoring in 
bunches. If Hayes was missing, 
Chenier would be sticking it 
from Bullet the Wonder Dog’s 
house. If Chenier wasn’t hitting, 
Nick Weatherspoon would come 
strutting off the bench (his 
theme song should be ‘Walkin’ 
in Rhythm”) and restme the 
starring role in his own movie, 
How I Learned to Stop Worry- 
ing and Love the Bomb. 

“The only thing that Nick 
Weatherspoon can’t make,” 
John Havlicek said after six 
games watching Weatherspoon 
make shots with John glued to 
his body, “is open shots.”” He 
didn’t miss many of those, 
either. 


The next NBA championship 
will belong to Nick Weather- 
spoon. It will belong to him and 
the rest of the Bullets and their 
one-on-one genius. “I don’t see 
why they call plays,’ Don Nel- 
son said. ‘All they have to do is 
come down and yell out the 
number of somebody’s uni- 
form.” 

The next NBA championship 
will belong to a man named Bob 
Zerflue, who sits at the press 
table with earphones and a mi- 
crophone and tells the Capital 
Centre organist what music to 
play while the game is going on. 
“Cut to Lone Ranger theme,” 
Bob says while Elvin Hayes is 
making turnaround jump shots. 
“Cut to ‘Jesus Christ Super- 
star.” 

The next NBA championship 
will belong to all these people, 
and to the Bullets’ public ad- 
dress announcer, who has a tri- 
ple orgasm every time Kevin 
Porter ties his shoelaces. It will 
also belong to Elvin Hayes, who 
said “Thank God” at least 30 
times in the locker room and 
then went off to play pool with 
Ernie Ladd, the professional 
wrestler. 

The championship will be- 
long to the fans who sat in dark- 
ened Capital Centre long after 
their team had won on Sunday, 
still cheering and stomping. 
They were watching the post- 
game interviews on the tele- 
screen that looms over Capital’s 
basketball court. They were 
watching Elvin thank God and 
Nick Weatherspoon say, “‘I feel 
super just being on this super 
team with these, uh, super play- 
ers. You know?’ The fans 
screamed ‘“Spooooooon’’ when 
they heard him say that. 

Pete Barbarich did not cheer. 
He just stood outside the Cel- 
tics’ locker room and tried to fig- 
ure out how he could rip off one 
of the trainer’s warmup outfits. 
He figured it would go well with 
the things he had bought in Cha- 
pel Hill. 

“TI s’pose the best team won,”’ 
he said. Then he smiled. 

Why not smile? Pete had ne- 
ver been to Philadelphia.

*‘What’s Allen going to do with 
Philadelphia?”

“He’s going 
to bat .300, hit about 20 home 
runs, and drive in 75 or so. 


That’s all.” 

I find myself hoping that he 
will, and I’m certainly not alone 
amongst the members of my pre- 
fession.

This is interesting, because the 
player to be named later will 
very probably wind up in Chica- 
go, which was, according to the 
terms of last fall’s trade, due to 
receive one of those in the event 
Allen eventually signed. The 
player to be named later was, in 
that case, slated to be Davey 
Johnson, he of the 42 homers, 
but he is now in Japan. A fur- 
ther adjunct to this complicated 
mess is that, with Johnson al- 
ready gone, in dealing away 
Oates the Braves have now purg- 
ed themselves of all four players 
they got from Baltimore when 
they traded away Earl Williams 
— and now they have Williams 
back. 

When you look at the whole 
situation — the trade and its im- 
mediate antecedents — it be- 
comes startlingly clear that if 
Dick Allen reverts to his some- 
time form and does not produce 
for the Phillies, the transaction 
could prove the most egregious 
example of a deal in which 
nothing of value was actually 
surrendered by either side since 
1862, when the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts ceded Paw- 
tucket and East Providence to 
the State of Rhode Island in ex- 
change for Fall River.

about the fire-bombing until it 
was all over. 

A black woman, who refused 
to give her name, said she first 
read about it in the East Boston 
Community News. “Not many 
people knew about it,”’ but, she 
added, ‘such incidents used to 
be frequent when we first came 
here.” That, she says, was 10 
years ago, when the first black 
families were moving into Ori- 
ent Heights. Now 28 of the 310 
families at Orient Heights are 
black. 

“TI wish I had known,” she 
said, shaking her head. “We 
would have supported them if we 
had known....” 

Another Orient Heights ten- 
ant, a woman who has teenagers 
of her own and works closely 
with many of them, said she was 
very upset. “I don’t know where 
they get their feelings toward 
them [Puerto Ricans].’’ But she 
did mention that she had talked 
to two mothers who had been un- 
happy about the new tenants. 
“They didn’t approve of the way 
they live ... of the big famil- 
ies.’ Nevertheless, she doesn’t 
think the kids got their violent 
prejudices from their parents. “I 
think it’s the kids themselves.” 

She says she tried to talk to 
many of the kids after the fire- 
bombing, and tried to make 
them realize that someone might 
have been killed. “They don’t 
feel bad about that at all. That’s 
one thing you can say for them 
— they're honest about their 
feelings.” 

In her assessment, there is 
widespread prejudice among the 
teenagers against Puerto Ri- 
cans. It’s not just a small group. 
“If they had the opportunity, 
they would do it again.” 

The fire-bombing is now un-

der investigation by both the 
Police Department and the Ar- 
son Squad. The East Boston 
Community News reported last 
week that Captain.Casale of Sta- 
tion Seven in East Boston had 
said that people in the project 
had been ‘very uncooperative,” 
indicating the tenants feared re- 
prisal. Whether any willing wit- 
nesses have come forth since 
then is unknown. Captain Ca- 
sale is now on vacation and the 
detective conducting the inves- 
tigation has been out sick. 

Sources in Chelsea report the 
appearance of FBI investiga- 
tors, who are interviewing those 
who might know something 
about the incident, but the FBI . 
would not confirm whether an 
investigation is under way. 

But whatever the investiga- 
tion turns up, it won’t answer the 
most important question. Why 
such racial hatred and violence? 
What is the threat and the fear? 
It is a question that haunts the 
city these days.

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Alternative Presses 

I read with interest and frequent agree- 
ment R.D. Rosen’s comments (May 13) 
on why there are so many writers, little 
magazines and independent presses — of 
both high and low quality — these days. 
But I contest his fears that “the world of 
small-press and little-magazine publish- 
ing is a closed system in which the sets of 
writers and readers are becoming identi- 
cal.”’ My first evidence, right in front of 
my nose, is that our magazine recently 

’ has been getting manuscripts from Bos- 
ton area writers equal to about a quarter 
of our area sales. High, surely, but not evi- 
dence of a closed system. 

Book Affair, which was conceived from 
the start as an event to show readers what 
commercial trade fairs do not, is one of 
the most successful signs of a movement 
in publishing that is now determined to 
be known and read. 

Being ‘‘overwhelmed by the sheer 
weight of what is being written these 
days” is not a legitimate excuse to ignore 
the works of one whole segment of con- 
temporary publishing. The better pub- 
lishers represented at Book Affair pre- 
sent a strong case, once again, for review- 
ing that highlights worthwhile literature, 
whether its first edition amounts to a 
thousand or a hundred thousand copies. 
We challenge the Phoenix and the other 
Boston media to adopt this broader, fair- 
er standard of reviewing.

Non-Dogmatic Documentary 
As a former member of the US Army 
whom Hearts and Minds touched deeply, 
I must disagree with your capsule review. 
Perhaps the film ‘raises no new issues”’ to 
erudite Cambridge intellectuals, but it is 
important that the rest of America see the 
film. Columbia Pictures must have been 
worried about the ‘issues’ it would raise 
to a mass audience or they would not have 
prevented its release for over a year. 
Your reviewer may have known all 
along what was really happening in Viet- 
nam, but many Americans clearly did 
not. They were denied access to the truth, 
and they often hid from it. Though your 
reviewer may feel that such a non-dog-

matic documentary is ‘‘without pur- 
pose,” some of us have more trust in peo- 
ple to learn from such exposure. The film 
does not preach or present a political line. 
Rather, if offers a mass line, relying on 


- people to make their own judgments. 


The purpose of the film emerges quite 
clearly in the contrasts between our bar- 
barian “leaders,” here exposed for the 
first time in total crudity, and the gentle, 
dignified Vietnamese. 

Your capsule says the film is “‘condes- 
cending.”’ To whom? Certainly not to the 
Vietnamese, who are presented with great 
sensitivity and dignity as strong and de- 
dicated individuals. The PRG even sent a 
telegram congratulating the director. 
“Condescending” then to the US people 
or to the GIs? I talked to numerous vets 
who also saw the movie. They were all 
moved by ‘its sensitive portrayal of the 
plight of our “fighting men.” 

Certainly the film had weaknesses. It 
failed to present the strength and impor- 
tance of the anti-war movement. Nor did 
it deal adequately with the underlying 
economic and political causes of the war. 
It provides instead real images to help US 
citizens interpret what happened in Viet- 
nam, avoiding cynicism, sentimental- 
ism, and guilt-tripping. 

The film accurately presents and re- 
cords at least part of what the war did. So 
what if there is nothing ‘“‘new” in the film. 
Since when was ‘“‘newness”’ much of a val- 
ue anyway, especially when compared to 
compassion, perseverance, and dignity? It 
will take many years and many films to 
.sort out and understand those ten years; 
this one film was purposeful, direct, force- 
ful, reasonable and educative.

Gestapo Methods? 

I was highly amused to read of the con- 
cern shown by Boston City Councilors 
Louise Day Hicks and Albert O’Neil in re- 
gards to the South Boston march by the 
Progressive Labor Party.

The marchers were bombarded 
with stones; several persons were hospit- 
alized from injuries caused by the rocks; 
many rocks littered the highway after the 
march. After the march had passed, the 
youths remained in the area and followed 
the marchers up Columbia Road and at- 


tacked black motorists. Newspaper pho- 
tographs seem to bear witness to all this. 
But how does this violence differ from 
that carried on by South Boston resi- 
dents since last September? They had 
stoned buses before. They have attacked 
blacks in the street and subway before. 
And only a few short months ago they at- 
tacked and viciously beat a poor man 
(who was rescued form certain death) af- 
ter dragging him from his car. 

The two councilors showed no concern 
for the man who was dragged from his car; 
they showed no concern for the motorists 
being attacked; and they certainly show- 
ed no concern about those sought out by 
the youths who came armed with base- 
ball bats. If ROAR has the right to con- 
gregate hundreds of followers to harass 
Senator Kennedy and other officials they 
disagree with, then those who disagree 
with ROAR’s activities have the same 
right to march without a permit. It should 
be noted that the same two councilors 
showed no concern when the Ku Klux 
Klan appeared in the South Boston and 
Dorchester areas. William Whiteman

The Irresistible Rise of—Richard IV?

ARTURO UI by Bertolt 
Brecht. English version by 
George Tabori. Directed by 
David Wheeler. With Al Pa- 
cino. Music by Joe Raposa. Set 
by Bob Van Allen. At the 
Charles Playhouse (in cooper- 
ation with Theatre Company of 
Boston) through June 1. 

In his sing-song introduction 
to the freak-fest of Chicago low- 
life who make up Arturo Ui’s 
dramatic personae, Brecht’s 
sleazily rousing circus barker 
makes the Shakespearean/ 
Brechtian comparison — “not 
since the Wars of the Roses/have 
there been so many bloody nos- 
es.”” Certainly it must have oc- 


curred to somebody when the* 


misplaced Al Pacino was stum- 
bling his adenoidal way through 
Theatre Company of Boston’s 
1972 Richard III that he’d make 
a thrilling Arturo Ui. What is Ui 
— besides Hitler cum Nixon — if 
not a spaghetti-breathed Rich- 
ard, first of the power-hungry 
paranoiacs? 

The Resistable Rise of Arturo 
Ui, which Brecht wrote in 1941 
while cooling his heels in Fin- 
land waiting for an American vi- 
sa, parodies the rise of Hitler to 
preeminence in Germany, be- 
ginning in 1929 and culminating 
in 1938 with the capitulation of 
Austria. Brecht’s gangland 
Fuehrer, a “simple son of Brook- 
lyn” and two-bit, graceless thug, 
is not an impressive, not even a 
menacing, Mephistopheles, as 


the Depression upends Chica- 
go’s vegetable moguls, the so- 
called “Cauliflower Trust.” His 
henchmen, in fact, are restless, 
trigger-itchy and defecting to 
Capone. ‘“‘Arturo Ui, what a lot 
of hooey!” is the common sneer, 
and in his beer-hall lair, the has- 
been hoodlum sulks, like a Ma- 
fioso Rodney Dangerfield, that 
he ‘“‘don’t get no respect.” 

By sheer accident, Ui is able to 
strongarm his way into a back- 
scratching (so to speak) ar- 
rangement between the vegeta- 
ble barons and the trusted if 
slightly tainted “Old Dogsbor- 
ough”’ (Von Hindenburg), who, 
in return for controlling interest 
in a lucrative shipping conces- 
sion and a luxurious country es- 
tate, has arranged a shady loan 
to pull the profiteers through a 
slump. Thenceforth, the booby 
Ui’s rise is assured, as he engi- 
neers a “protection service” for 
small grocers. The protection 
garnered, of course, is protec- 
tion by Ui’s thugs from Ui’s 
thugs. The reign of terror, with 
the combined blessing of the 
Trust and a puppet Windy City 
Hall, begins to pour. 

Brecht’s play is artfully if sim- 
plistically contrived, each scene 
followed by a projection-placard 
succinctly stating the parallel 
events of the Nazi takeover — 
from the tempting of Hinden- 
burg by the patricians and the 
resultant graft probe, halted by 
Hitler when he was named 
Reichschancellor, to the an- 


nexation (by cajolement, woo- 
ing and, finally, force) of Aus- 
tria, here represented by the gra- 
ciously suburban Cicero. The 
playwright’s intention here is not 
only to submit the heinous 
Fuehrer to humanizing ridicule 
but to illustrate that power does 
not necessarily entail greatness 
or even uncommon shrewdness. 
Ui is a puny hood with a galva- 
nizing inferiority complex, 
boosted to power by wealthy 
capitalists who mean to use him. 
Like Frankenstein’s, the mon- 
ster too soon overpowers the ab- 
sent-minded scientists, and 
presto, 6,000,000 Jews are dead. 
One realizes the affinity be- 
tween farce and horror, deftly in- 
tertwined in this most enter- 
taining of Brecht’s politico-eco- 
nomic allegories, as one com- 
pares the laughable if con- 
temptible Prisoner of San Cle- 
mente, his megalomania nipped 
in the booboo, to the psychotic’ 
German Fuehrer for whom no 
scandal was permitted to smell 
until limitless power was as- 
sured. 

The David Wheeler-Al Pacino 
Arturo Ui, though it sags per- 
ceptibly in the fourth quarter 
(portions about the annexation 
of Cicero could, I imagine, be 
trimmed), lives up to its Godfa- 
ther-fanned hype. Though Pa- 
cino has done for the Mafia what 
Charlton Heston did for the Bi- 
ble, his Arturo Ui is no refined, 
coldly calculating Michael Cor- 
leone. And it would perhaps be 


an unkind reference to his over- 
active salivary mechanism to 
call his Ui the spittin’ image of 
his shifty Richard III. More dra- 
matically than his Godfather 
character, Ui evolves during the 
course of the play from a sullen 
(almost pitiable), inarticulate, 
petty crook into a madly charis- 
matic force, characterized by 
“iron hugs and velvet violence.” 
Given Brecht’s theories of ali- 
enation, this could be accom- 
plished superficially through the 
aid of a few flashcards and some 
wild attitudinizing, but Paci- 
no’s internalized Ui chills de- 
spite his clowning in a way no 
ham-actor donning the mask of 
Hitler could. 

As his Nazi prototype was 
coached in elocution by a pro- 
vincial actor, so Ui takes lessons 
in finesse from a bombastic wino 
thespian whose tattered resume 
includes a triumphant Antony in 
Dayton in 1908. This is a funny 
scene, which translates into 
something quite bizarre when we 
see Pacino’s Ui hammer his awk- 
ward imitations of the actor’s 
posturing into a convincing he- 
roic image, harangue and all, as 
his alley-star rises. Little is made 
of Hitler’s sexual problems, but 
Pacino’s stubby, stubbly Ratso 
Rizzo villain is a mass of twitch- 
es, quick to explode at the ink- 
ling of rejection but not so quick 
at thinking. He visibly strains to 
understand, relying heavily on 
his motley head-henchmen —

I remember a long time ago my 
aunt yelled at me for speaking 
out against the war. I felt like a 
jerk because all the smart people 
would lay out very intellectual 
arguments as to why America 
belonged in Indochina. 

And it wasn’t just the war: 


when I was a child, smart priests 


would make me cringe because I 
needed just a little more proof 
about heaven and hell. My fam- 
ily doctor felt insulted when, as a 
teenager, I questioned his John 
Birch ‘Negroes are intellectual- 
ly inferior” ethic. The frustra- 
tion continued in college, with 
professors advancing very sexy 
psychological arguments, like 
“Students who protest are ma- 
nifesting those frustrations 


which are due in part to a lack of 
sufficient sociological recogni- 
tion, and thus ... etc.” 

All my life I’ve been plagued 
by people who make me feel 
dumb. Until the last few years I 
stood awestruck as they spun 
enormously complex theories 
and weighty arguments into a 
web of logical, self-righteous con- 
clusions. But recently I’ve been 
getting less appreciative and ev- 
en a bit angry at it all. A while 
back I received a hostile letter at 
WBCN from a listener who was 
upset by something I had said 
over the air. Now, I expect to piss 
people off occasionally — it’s 
hard not to if you give more than 
the time and weather — but in 
this case the listener used every 


big word possible, stretching 
each idea out in long, condes- 
cending phrases like “I feel com- 
pelled to chastise you, Charles, 
for the absolutely reprehensible 
manner in. which you have de- 
precated the name of one of the 
music industry’s aesthetically 
beautiful artistic endeavors 
[Janis Ian’s “‘Society’s Child’’} 
...” In the past I would have 
drooled over all those choice lit- 
tle verbal tidbits, but this time I 
got defensive and wrote back 
“Dear : Fuck yourself and 
your little dog Toto too.” How- 
ever, when that person respond- 
ed with.an angry note using even 
bigger words, I decided that 
these people really can’t help it 
sometimes, so I apologized. Af- 
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ter all, what’s a pedantic letter 
or two in the great cosmos of 
small words and grunts? 

But what happens when there 
is no simple interchange, and the 
words involve not just two people 
but a mass audience? 

What about those glib word- 
smiths who actually determine 
whether a book is read by 20 peo- 
ple or 1000? Whether a film is 
seen by 100 people or 10,000 
people? 

A few weeks ago the Boston 
Globe published a review of Tom 
Wicker’s book, A Time To Die, a 
sensitive and open account of the 
rebellion at Attica. The review- 
er, Atlantic associate editor C. 
Michael Curtis, criticized Wic- 
ker’s emotional involvement and 
lack of detachment to the sub- 
ject matter. The highlight of 
Curtis’s criticism read, “I wish 
that Wicker had been less pious 
and more pragmatic about what 
prisons are for, and how, in their 
absence, we can separate our- 
selves peacefully from those who 
would beat us about the head.” 
After reading that, I knew that 
many people who should read 
Wicker’s book now would not. 
The same frustration comes 
when Channel 7’s Ted O’Brien 
looks full-front at the camera 
and smiles proudly, “Hmm... 
that Rockefeller — he’s got 
class!” The feeling is one of help- 
lessness, because these people 
have all the power and all the 
privilege. 

My brother, a construction 
worker, voted for McGovern in 
1972. He didn’t want to, be- 
cause he didn’t like McGovern’s 
“socialistic ideas,”’ but he figur- 
ed that old George was the bet- 
ter of two choices. After the Nix- 
on landslide he called me on the 
phone, saying that the rest of 
America and all the network 
commentators were laughing at 
us — “I’m ashamed to be from 
Massachusetts!” he wailed. Of 
course he doesn’t feel quite so 
badly now, but I think we all 
know the squashed feeling we get 
when scholars like Kissinger or 
Rostow spew forth long, smug, 
facile rationalizations of imper- 
ialism, and we haven’t the words 
or the wherewithal to respond. 

I experienced that same kind 
of nausea when I read the review 
of Hearts and Minds in the 
Phoenix. I had just seen the film 
the night before. The audience 
was breathless at the end; no one 
even stood up to leave until well 
after the house lights had come 
up. The audience itself — vets, 
teenagers, Cambridge intellec- 
tuals, old women, young men — 
was almost like a cross-section of 
America, and all felt the impact 
of what they had just witnessed. 

To be honest, I didn’t even 
want to see Hearts and Minds at 
first. I thought I knew about the 
war, who’s right and wrong; I 
didn’t want to go on a sado-ma- 
sochistic propaganda trip. My 
decision to go was spontaneous, 
and turned out to be a good one: 
I was not bummed out by the 
film. I was moved. Moreover, I 
was inspired and impressed, as 
were the people around me. 
When I talked to friends of mine 
about the film, including staff 
members of the Real Paper, 
Phoenix, Globe and others in the 
local media, I found they had 
had similar reactions. Then I 
read Mitch Tuchman’s devas- 
tating review and I went crazy. I 
got that old deja-vu: I was back 
in high school being dumb and 
helpless, and here was someone 
who obviously had all the right 
catch-phrases and logic taken 
from leftover Literature and Art 
of the Film 213 lecture notes, 
hiding gut-level responses be- 
hind walls of big words, dealing 
with real life in abstractions and 
elite pseudo-political clap-trap. 
- Certainly this critic has a right 
to his opinion. But the fact is 
that, when we read a critique, 
most of us tend to attribute the 
opinion of the reviewer to the en- 
tire paper. I know that shouldn’t 
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be the case, but you always hear 
people say, “Time loved it” or 
“The Phoenix gave that film a 
nasty review.” Even though the 


reviewer spoke only for him-: or’ 


herself, most people don’t think 
of it that way. People don’t say, 
“I’m very busy and haven’t the 
time or money to go see every 
film in the city but, heck,, I 
shouldn’t take this reviewer's 
word for it, so I'll squeeze the 
film in anyway.” And that’s why 
I feel it’s important that influ- 
ential papers like the Phoenix 
should (if there’s the slightest 
doubt in their ‘‘hearts and 
minds” as to the socially re- 


deeming worth of a work) to- 


strive to print another point of 
view, especially when the films 
deal seriously with political is- 
sues. 

The belief that a critic’s opin- 
ion affects box office ‘is pooh- 
poohed by many editors, but 
time and again I have seen plays 
and films close prematurely af- 
ter receiving one or two unfavor- 
able reviews. For example, two 
years ago an excellent film by Z’s 
Costa-Gavras, called State of 
Siege, was blasted by a former 
Real Paper critic. Here was a 
film that dealt with US partici- 
pation in the recruitment and 
_ training of the fascist Uruguay- 
an police force, American tor- 
ture techniques, and covert US 
interference in the Southern He- 
misphere. Although it was en- 
tertaining as well as enlighten- 
ing, somehow the movie was not 
avant-garde enough for the re- 
viewer. 

And so what could perhaps 
have been the only widely ac- 
cepted, commercially viable film 
to shed light on present-day US 
. participation in atrocities 
against the peoples of South Am- 
erica was panned, and it subse- 
quently closed. Maybe that 
single negative review was not 
totally responsible for the pic- 
ture’s closing, but it certainly 
put off a lot of people who relied 
on opinien expressed by that 
pape 

pom than a year later, the 
popularly elected Marxist 
government of Salvador Allende 
was overthrown by a CIA-back- 
ed band of cold killers who, his- 
tory will document, are still pur- 
suing a relentless policy of tor- 
ture and murder. One person in 
every 50 in the Boston area is 
aware of this fact. There are 
many reasons for their limited 
awareness. One, of course, is the 
scant news coverage of Chile. 
Another is general ignorance of 
US intervention in Latin Amer- 
ica. So what can we use to focus 
attention on that subject? Not 
the film State of Siege, because 
its initial commercial failure les- 
sened the likelihood of subse- 
quent bookings. 

Fortunately, Hearts and 
Minds has not closed, no thanks 
to the Phoenix. I thought that 
Mitch Tuchman missed the trees 
for the forest. He went to the film 
in search of the ultimate docu- 
mentary on Vietnam, but Hearts 
and Minds is not that. In fact, it 
is scarcely about Vietnam at all; 
it deals, first and foremost, with 
the impact of the Vietnam War 
on ordinary Americans. But my 
main purpose here is not to coun- 
ter Tuchman’s pompous review. 
I am more concerned about the 
way the alternate press handles 
all films and plays which intelli- 
gently approach basic political 
and moral issues. In these cases, 
cannot a reputable “liberal” 
newspaper like the Phoenix ad- 
vise: ‘“‘Because of the political 
and sociological implications of 
this film, we feel it necessary to 
present the following differing 
reviews, and suggest that the 


readers form their own opinions | 


by seeing this film for them- 
selves’’? 

In times like these, when 
money is tight, a statement like 
the above might persuade the 
curious reader to go out and see 
the film anyway. Given today’s 
saturated entertainment mar- 
ket, shouldn't a review after all 
be only a guideline to moviego- 
ers — instead of appearing to 
present itself as the sole deter- 
mining factor as to whether they 
see a particular film or not?

SPACE IS THE PLACE. Di- 
rected by John Coney. Screen- 
play by Joshua Smith. Pro- 
duced by James Newman. 
Midnight, Friday and Satur- 
day, at the Kenmore. 

No one has successfully de- 
fined jazz, and it is unlikely that 
anyone ever will. However, there 
is one element that is constant 
throughout jazz: change. For 


jazz is a music that continually 


seeks to grow, to break through 
into new sounds and territories. 
Science fiction shares with jazz 
this one constant of change. The 
natural affinity of the two forms 
has been casually referred to 
again and again by musicians 
(Ornette Coleman’s Science Fic- 
tion, Weather Report’s naming /] 
Sing the Body Electric after Ray 
Bradbury's book). Among jazz 
musicians, one of the staun- 
chest admirers of the science fic- 
tion ethic has been Sun Ra, 
whose recordings have always of- 
fered a cosmic, otherworldly an- 
gle, whether in celebration of the 
lost continent Atlantis or in evo- 
cation of the blackness his race 
shares with outer space. 
Though jazz and science fic- 
tion have met before, seldom 
have they fused so effectively as 
in Space is the Place, starring 
Sun Ra and his Solar Arkestra. 
The story is an allegory, a strug- 
gle between the Mystic Ra (the 
Myth of the Black Race) and 
jive-talkin’ Destiny, who threat- 
ens to swamp the black race with 
false, white bourgeois values un- 
less Ra can pull them through. 
Destiny, hopelessly shackled to 
conspicuous consumption, seeks 
to beat the white system with 
petty material victories. Ra, as 
the Myth, is removed from these 
considerations: he transcends 
the largely white society of 
America in which Destiny is un- 
wjttingly trapped. 
‘he film opens in a ’40s Chi- 


cago bar where Sun Ra, as Sun- 
ny Ray, holds forth at the piano, 
playing accompaniment for a 
strip show. When Destiny inter- 
venes to cause Ra embarrass- 
ment, Ra invokes the powers of 
the elements, causing a wind to 
spring up from nowhere. As the 
intensity of the music increases, 
the bar is swept as if by a torna- 
do and patrons and strippers are 
blown out the door. Only Ra re- 
mains. The scene is successful 
not only as confrontation, but 
also as a natural merging of 
sound with image, as an alle- 
gory of the power of music, which 
comes alive in this film and over- 
whelms the viewer. 

Sometimes the showdowns are 
deliberately ludicrous; a treach- 
erous, wild humor ‘runs through 
the film, underscoring the ser- 
iousness of the message. Direct- 
or Coney, writer Smith and Ra 
himself firmly believe that the 
black race can strengthen itself 
by rising above the squalor of 
white industrial America and by 
drawing power from its music. 

Ra’s allegorical solution is to 
take his people to another world 
(he has repeatedly refused to di- 
vulge details of his background 
other than to claim birth on ano- 
ther planet). So part of the film 
simply pays homage to a very.in- 
genious character who has con- 
structed an original rap over the 
years. But the part of Space that 
deals with the problem of black 
men in white society smacks 
dangerously of racism. The film- 
makers cannot resist the oppor- 
tunity to present white men as 
sexually inadequate, capable -of 
pleasure only through brutaliz- 
ing women and helpless blacks. 
Such unsophisticated and _ in- 
sulting attitudes detract from an 
otherwise stunning effort. 

Aside from singer June Ty- 
son, no woman, black or white, is 
présented in a favorable light. 
Destiny sees them as chattels 
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Sun Ra, his vaion directed ehontiere, in Space Is the Place 


and Ra hardly sees them at all. 
‘Ra hardly sees anyone in the 
film, so firmly are his eyes fixed 
on the heavenly bodies. 


FELLINI — A DIRECTOR’S

land's First 
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Alto Madness—With a Method

The tenor has been the pri- 
mary jazz saxophone since Char- 
lie Parker’s death, and the re- 
cent rash of Coltrane imitators 
and electric rock-jazz ensembles 
have placed great emphasis on 
soprano. But if quality has any- 
thing to do with utilization, the 
alto sax may be on its way back 
— assuming, of course, that 
young saxophonists aren’t in- 
timidated by Anthony Brax- 
ton’s New York, Fall 1974 (Aris- 
ta) and Lee Konitz’s Satori 
(Milestone), two of the most 
challenging and substantial al- 
bums to be released this year. 

At first blush, Braxton and 
Konitz might appear to be any- 
thing but complementary sty- 
lists. Konitz, white and 47, is 
best known for his work with 
Lennie Tristano and Miles Dav- 
is’s nonet in the late ’40s; in most 
listeners’ minds he will forever 
remain the original “‘cool” alto 
player. Braxton, black and 30, is 
a much discussed but seldom 
heard multi-instrumentalist and 
composer whose extensive for- 
eign travels during the past six 
years have added to his under- 
ground reputation as one of the 
most avant of the avant garde. 
Their new albums arrived in 
equally dissimilar fashion, Brax- 
ton’s receiving the kind of glossy 
FM radio hype more jazz artists 
deserve, while Satori appeared 
simply tucked among more mar- 
ketable Milestone releases. And 
- while Konitz still plays the blues 
and bop-associated standards, 
Braxton traffics exclusively in 
original compositions that re- 
ceive mathematical formulae in 
lieu of titles. 

Similarities abound, how- 
ever, beyond mere coincidence of 
biographical detail (both men, 
for example, were born in Chi-

cago); in many ways Braxton is 
the Konitz of his generation. 
(Others have drawn this com- 
parison independently — see 
J.R. Taylor and Gary Giddens in 
the Village Voice.) Each started 
with the prevailing alto style of 
his era (Parker for Konitz, Cole- 
man/Dolphy for Braxton) and 
perfected more systematic and 


analytical approaches to impro- 
visation. Extreme variations in 
timbre, asymmetrical rhythmic 
stresses and sequential develop- 
ment of melodic fragments are 
central to both men’s work. And 
despite his admirable promo- 
tional support, Braxton shows no 
signs of acquiring a big-league 
manager, a touring band or the 
right road bookings. Like Kon- 
itz, he remains something of a 
loner, finding sympathetic mu- 
sicians and musical situations 
where he can, surfacing with a 
slightly different presentation 
every time he appears. The com- 
mon image is as close as one can 
get to the uncompromising, bo- 
hemian intellectual mythologiz- 
ed during the Beat era. 

Arista justifiably boasts that 
New York, Fall 1974 is a major 
recording event, for while Brax- 
ton has over a dozen albums to 
his credit, they have appeared 
either in Europe and Japan or on 
Chicago’s poorly distributed 
Delmark label. Whether this 
wide exposure turns Braxton in- 
to a central figure may be deter- 
mined not by the actual music so 
much as by the attitude with 
which it is presented. As an in- 
tellectual, Braxton has, shown in 
the past a predilection for ex- 


. pounding his unique theories at 


length; in Bill Smith (who wrote 
the New York liner notes and 
published an extensive Braxton 
interview in the April, 1974 Co- 
da), he may have already found 
someone to play Craft to his 
Stravinsky. 

Then we have the equations 
Braxton uses as titles. I have lit- 
tle trouble with ‘““Ool-Ya-Koo” or 
“Ptah the El Daoud” or even 
“Communications 411,”’ for all 
carry some degree of connota- 
tion (even the mere relationship 
to other works). But what.are we 


to make of the following (the ti- 
tle of the opening selection on 
Braxton’s album)?

Having scrutinized the formu- 
lae assigned to the six composi- 
tions, I am unable to extract any 
system indicating instrumenta- 
tion, tempo or developmental se- 
quence. The information must 
be there, for Braxton claims to 
have built much of his music on 
mathematical principles, but 
without any explanation the 
“titles” serve only to distance 
listeners from the music. 

The music itself, in contrast, is. 
highly accessible, far less exclu- 
sive than the output of less struc- 
tured new musicians. Each piece 
achieves a totally distinctive 
feeling, though the majority are 
built around the quartet of Brax- 
ton, trumpeter Kenny Wheeler, 
bassist Dave Holland and drum- 
mer Jerome Cooper. The open- 
ing piece is reminiscent of Hol- 
land’s superb Conference of the 
Birds album, on which Braxton 
played a key role. The altoist vir- 
tually dances through his solo, 
occasionally lighting on pieces of 
the theme (which suggests a 
warm-up exercise) for terse ex- 
position. This track leaves little 
doubt that, judged by anyone’s 
standards, Braxton possesses ex- 
cellent technique. The short 
composition that follows is to- 
tally written, with bass, muted 
trumpet ‘and Braxton’s flute in 
unison. The writing sounds 
tailored to a soundtrack, per- 
haps a fox-hunting scene, and is 
intelligently developed if slight- 
ly precious. 

The third composition, with 
its relaxed tempo and trumpet-

alto unisons, could be a descen- 
dent of Ornette’s “Peace.” Brax- 
ton employs a wide variety of 
conventional tone shadings and 
is as nimble and-quick-witted as 
any Birdling, while Kenny 
Wheeler proves that he is not one 
of the new-breed trumpet sput- 
terers. Related thematic mater- 
ial runs through side one and the 
album’s final track, where Le- 


‘roy Jenkins’s violin is added to 


the quartet and Braxton plays 
contrabass clarinet. The _per- 
formance is a well-tempered, col- 
lectively improvised dirge, ef- 
fectively contrasting the bowed 
and plucked sounds of both 
string instruments and imagin- 
atively pairing off the trumpet 


‘and violin against the bass and 


contrabass clarinet. _ 

A highlight of the album is the 
duet between Braxton on clarin- 
et and Richard . Teitelbaum’s 
synthesizer. The latter often re- 
sponds with uncanny amplifica- 
tions and ghostly images of the 
clarinet lines (it is unclear how 
much, if any, of the piece is writ- 
ten). The pace is measured, the 
volume contained; the potential 
for sonic excess is eschewed in fa- 
vor of a stress on silences. Clar- 
inet and synthesizer sometimes 
intertwine to the point of indis- 
tinction. Annotator Smith is cor- 
rect when he claims that few 
composers and musicians have 
used the Moog with as much sen- 
sitivity. 

Braxton has also included a 
composition for four unaccom- 
panied saxophones. I wish I 
could say it was as successful as 
the synthesizer piece, but the 
constant use of a one-note, ‘“‘busy 
signal” pedal point is irritating. 
(Repetition also occurs at the 
end of the album’s opening 
piece, and again the effect dissi-

NEIL SEDAKA 
Harvard Square Theatre 

As he pounds the grand piano, 
two ginger-snap-sized silver pen- 
dants jiggle on an ill-concealed 
paunch. Who is this balding 
middle-aged man in color-coor- 
dinated elephant bells and 
stretch-elastic tank top? An 
older Elton John stripped down 
to his essential nebbishness? 
Your uncle Melvin the furrier, 
dressed for a rock concert after 
watching The Archies? No, it’s 
Neil Sedaka at the Harvard 
Square Theatre, making an un- 
likely comeback in the heart- 
land of boho. Sequins on his 
back spell out SEDAKA’S (get 
it?) BACK. 

Although his dogged and 
almost lovable sleaziness doesn’t 
qualify as camp, the calculated 
cheer of Sedaka’s AM formula 
keeps toes tapping. With a slick 
MOR band behind him, Neil 
knocked out old hits and some 
new ones for a sparse but appre- 
ciative audience (nearly every 
number won a standing ova- 
tion). Will Mom and Dad angrily 
twiddle the dial (always a good 
sign) when his recent hit, 
“Laughter in the Rain’, comes 
on the car radio? Probably not, 
but don’t bet they’ll turn up the 
volume, either. Sedaka still has 
enough spunk not to fall into the 
catatonic blandness of Karen 
Carpenter. 

Dylan ends concerts with 
“You Go Your Way And I’ll Go 
Mine.’’ Sedaka closed with 
“Breaking Up Is Hard To Do,” 
which says the obvious about 
whose music is more accom- 
modating. But Neil defeated 
himself with a revisionist ver- 
sion. His reworking, a lugubri- 
ous affair with only one teasing 
return to the orthodox bounce, a- 
mounted to a sort of nostalgius 
interruptus. Upset fans were pro- 
voked to nearly riotous requests 
for the original. You can’t take 
this material too far beyond its 
short, snappy and usually suc- 
cessfully commercial boun- 
daries. Puncturing the drawn- 
out schlock of Neil’s finale, a 
wise child in the audience vale’ 
out, “Put it on 45!”

Donald Martino’s Paradiso 
Choruses, which had its prem- 
iere May 7 at Jordan Hall, is bill- 
ed as a “‘semi-staged concert ver- 
sion of Act III of a projected 
musical drama, Dante, inspired 
by the Divina Commedia.” 
Whew. It is all that hedging, and 
more: never has a contemporary 
work labored so hard to be so 
consonant, with so many perfor- 
mers in so little room. 

Scored for 14 soloists, multi- 
antiphonal choruses of mixed 
and children’s voices, eight- 
track tape and orchestra, and us- 


‘mate, 


ing Dante’s own text, this NEC 
composer’s work is a culture- 
shock of major keys, octaves and 
upward modulations (signifying 
Dante’s ascent heavenward, one 
supposes) into the vocal strat- 
osphere. During its most emo- 
tion-drenched moment, the per- 
son in front of me shouted (with 
uncanny timing) to his seat- 
“Ttalian opera!” Bellis- 
sima. That said it all. 

Cynicism aside, it is an effec- 
tive and affecting piece if in- 
gested purely as sonic theater, 
without one’s historical con- 
sciousness operating. I felt af- 
terwards, however, that lis- 
teners (myself included) had 
been manipulated only by the 
sheer volume and harmonic op- 
timism into such strong emo- 
tional response, and that, for me, 
makes Paradiso Choruses of un- 
certain long-range value. 

Martino has denied that this 
so very tonal work is historically 
regressive, but that seems purely 
defensive; he has thoroughly 
proved himself in the “anal- 
ytically correct’ world of non-, 
pan-, and atonal music. In 1974 
he won a Pulitzer for the cham- 
ber work Notturno; in that same 
year he completed its antipodal 
opposite, Paradiso Choruses. 
Prizes result in a certain amount 
of categorization, which may 
partly have irritated Martino 
into producing this relentlessly 
Italian symphonic drama of un- 
pretentious harmonies and bas- 
ically uncluttered sound. But 
whatever its genesis, it’s nothing 
like Notturno — or anything else 
I know of written since the death 
of Puccini. 

The performance was com- 
petently directed by Lorna 
Cooke de Varon, with a vir- 
tually motionless cast onstage 
and pandemonium in the bal- 
cony. The frequent regroupings 
of choruses, which seemed at 

t crane-of-neck to be only 
general horsing around, drove 
those who couldn't see the action 
into contorted postures but pro- 
vided no increase in antiphonal 
effects. 

Although the singing was uni- 
formly excellent, special acco- 
lades are due Scott MacAllister 
as Dante, whose task it was to 
look foolish for almost the entire 
production and then to sing glor- 


iously at the end, both of which 
he did.

SONNY ROLLINS 
Paul’s Mall 
Hearing Sonny at his best 
seems more and more to be a 
matter of chance. Three months 
ago, on a visit to New York, I 
witnessed Rollins and virtually 
the same group he brought to the 
Mall scorch the Village Van- 
guard. But last Thursday I found 
myself fidgeting uncomfortably 
through two uneventful sets, my 
hopes raised and quickly dashed 
as a few bars of inspired tenor 
playing would suddenly appear 
only to yield to more of the com- 
monplaces. Rollins dispensed 
during most of the evening. 
Sonny, aware of the muse’s 
irregular presence, has made a 
series of choices for his current 
band that only emphasize his 
frequent lack of inspiration. The 
repertoire consists largely of 
vamp or vamp-like tunes whose 
monotonous structures reinforce 
the lack of variety in the solos. 
Tempos never rise above me- 
dium-up, and all sound slower 
than they ought to be. The cen- 
tral presence of a conga drum- 
mer — and a predictable, plod- 
ding conga drummer at that — 
further deadens the band’s 
swing. With no pianist (the re- 
doubtable Stanley Cowell ac- 
companied Rollins at the Van- 


guard), guitarist Masuo be- 
comes the lone chordal cushion 
and major foil, but both his com- 
ping and solo lines sorely needed 
power. 

The leader’s playing was scan- 
ty in ideas and energy — it’s un- 
clear whether Sonny was re- 
acting to the band or vice versa. 
Many of his solos with full group 
backing were extremely abbre- 
viated, sometimes limited to lit- 
tle more than theme state- 
ments. There were flashes of a 
more fecund Rollins on “‘Alfie’s 
Theme” and an unaccompanied 
interlude based on Debussy’s 
“Reverie,” but most of the ideas 
were familiar and, for a man 
with Rollins’s talents, too easy. 
“The funny thing is that the 
audience was on,” bassist Gene 
Perla commented the following 
day. Indeed, for most of- the 
cheering listeners who filled the 
Mall on Thursday, the musie got 
lost in the legend.

STEVE ASHLEY 
Paul’s Mall 

Ashley is the prototypical 
denizen of the English folk club. 
He sings in a gruff, gallivanting, 
heavily accented voice that can 
turn gentle when needed (as on 
an Anne Briggs song). His lyrics 
tend to oppositions (“I hope we 
make good enemies / For we 
surely made good friends. . .’’) 
and other simple devices. His 
tunes are fashioned after those of 
his great favorites: Robin Wil- 
liamson of the Incredible String 
Band, Bob Dylan and the name- 
les masters who wrote the body 
of traditional English minstrel- 


sy. 


Ashley’s connection with the 
British electric fqlk scene comes 
via Fairport Convention. In 
1972, with Tyger Hutchings and 
several other Fairport veterans, 
he helped found the Albion 
Country Band. Most of the Fair- 
port crew helped out on his re- 
cent debut solo album, Stroll 
On. The original Albion outfit 
reassembled to render a very 
English stiff-upper-lip version of 
the traditional ballad, ‘Lord 
Bateman.” (In some ways this is 
the record's low point: not only is 
the ballad one of the least en- 
gaging I’ve ever heard, but Ash- 
ley clearly prefers his own ma- 
terial to trad, which was why he 
left Albion in the first place.) A 
band of his own, called Ragged 
Robin, followed Albion before 
Ashley again went solo, stum- 
ping the folk clubs to become one 
of the best known paupers in 
England. (Ragged Robin was 
also reformed to record the al- 
bum’s capstone, ‘Fire and 
Wine.”’) 


England takes folk music very 
seriously, almost reverentially. 
The folk clubs not only polish 
young musicians, they also edu- 
cate audiences in receptivity 
and understanding. Thus a seas- 
oned performer like Ashley at- 
tempts to communicate as much 
as possible all the time. If this 
calls for a bit of background in 
order to get into a song, Ashley 
feels it his duty to tell the story 
or explain the circumstances. 
Unfortunately, an ill-mannered 
Deadly Nightshade audience 
didn’t give him a chance and put 
him somewhat off his stride.

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The Kinks: SOAP OPERA 
(RCA) 

Boston’s greatest musical mis- 
fortune of the year may be its 
omission from the Kinks’ itiner- 
ary. Their new theatrical pro- 
duction has passed us by — a 
plague on promoters! — but at 
least the album is available. Like 
all soundtracks, Soap Opera, 
considered strictly as music, 
leaves a little to be desired. The 
band is consigned to the pit, 
Dave Davies's guitar, except for 
some sizzling seconds on “You 
Can't Stop the Music,” is mixed 
lower than John Dalton’s bass 
(small wonder that this kid bro- 
ther once wrote a song entitled 
“You Don't Know My Name’), 
and many of the melodies are 
less striking than the bits of dia- 
logue they frame. But Ray Dav- 
ies’s writing is so witty, the vo- 
cal performances (not only 
Ray’s, but the rest of the troupe’s 
as well) so versatile and superb- 
ly nuanced, and at least two of 
the numbers so unforgettable 
that Soap Opera, if it doesn’t 
equal Preservation Act 2, still as- 
sumes an honored place in the 
Kinks’ prodigious oeuvre. 

Starmaker, who boasts that he 
“can turn the most ordinary man 
into a star,’ descends upon “a 
suitably uninteresting house” 
and appropriates the anony- 
mous identity and petit-bour- 
geois lifestyle of Norman (as in 
“normal’’), a harried bureau- 
crat. But instead of transform- 
ing Norman into a celebrity, 
Starmaker becomes mired in his 
subject’s mundanity and ends 
up just another “face in the 
crowd.” Indeed, Starmaker ma 
really have been Norman from 
the very beginning. 

The inevitability of ordinari- 
ness is a familiar Davies theme 
— he has always excelled as the 
bard of the banal. Sometimes 
Soap Opera is all too familiar: 
almost every song recalls pre- 
vious Kink chronicles. But their 
sum, and Davies's complex iron- 
ies, count for more than the in- 
dividual tracks. His mingled sa- 
tire and sympathy bespeak the 
bind he’s in. 

If there’s anything Davies has 
always desired, it’s freedom and 
individuality. Yet these are to be 
had only in dreams and isola- 
tion, so that the free individual 
is, by definition, alienated and 
denied love and communion — 
for which Davies, understand- 
ably, also yearns. Thus Soap Op- 
era’s ““You Make It All Worth- 
while” is at once an hilarious 
send-up and a poignant celebra- 
tion of tacky domestic bliss. 
Rarely has a song been so amus- 
ing and so touching. The other 
outstanding track, “Ducks on 
the Wall,” is outrageously fun- 
ny. A hurtling rocker punctuat- 
ed by duck calls, it begins with

what will surely become a clas- 
sic line: ‘““My baby’s got the most 
deplorable . taste.” Davies’s, on 
the éther hand, remains peer- 
less.

Carly Simon: PLAYING POS-

“Aggressive white Jewish-Am- 
erican princess, good body, seeks 
famous males for emotional 
S&M, B&D, song material, 
spanking?” Is Carly Simon more 
than a personals ad? On the bas- 
is of her new record, the answer 
seems to be yes; musically, it’s 
the most various and engaging 
thing she’s done, for song over- 
takes singer. Behind this overt 
material, of course, still lurks the 
person who gives to sex and other 
self-aggrandizing activity an im- 
portance of which she is only 
slowly and neryously becoming 
aware. And this works against 
one's acceptance of Simon’s 
music — unless, having just ar- 
rived from Mars, you don’t know 
who she is (and haven’t read the 
mash notes in this week’s copies 
of Rolling Stone and PRM). 

Playing Possum is different 
from Simon’s previous releases: 
lyrics aren’t all self-referential, 
vocals aren’t all brays, melodies 
aren't all clumsy and forced. Ex- 
hibitionism and disease remain 
relatively hidden. Instead, sub- 
jects range from love and con- 
flict to dependency to giving in 
to radicals’ transformations. For 
every nasal passage, there’s the 
lilt of “Look Me in the Eyes” and 
the lovely “Suns of Summer” 
(by sometime backup pianist 
Billy Mernit). And Dr. John’s 
perfunctorily funky ‘More and 
More’ is, like ‘“‘After the Storm,” 
belted with a nice edge, showing 
that Simon could become (in- 
congruously) a fine blues singer. 

Further, for every awkward vo- 
cal interval or attention-grab- 
bing harmony change (Broad- 
way continues to echo in Si- 
mon’s ear), one is beguiled else- 
where by the most idiomatic 
melodies she has ever written, 
notably ‘‘Love Out in the Street”’ 
and ‘Waterfall.’ Richard Per- 
ry’s production (especially Per- 
ry Botkin Jr.’s arranging) is ty- 
pical Bacharach/Previn big 
buildup stuff (e.g. ‘‘Slave’’),

- though persuasive and comfort- 


able with cliche. Sparer mo- 
ments, however, stand out: the 
Arp in “Look Me in the Eyes,” 
Andrew Gold’s exquisite guitar 
throughout, the appropriately 
tacky senior-prom clarinet and 
trombone on “Are You Tick- 
lish,” James’s inspired mono- 
tone, the snappy drumming of 
Kunkel, Gordon and Starr. 


Yet the repellent cover brings 
the listener back to the star: long 
skinny Carly in black negligee, 
boots, bottom bare, eyes closed, 
lips pursed, doing a little bump 
and grind on her knees. Of this 
photo she says, “If it wasn’t me, 
I'd probably be turned on.”

Hatfield and the North fall 
somewhere between Charlie 
Mingus, Frank Zappa and the 
Beach Boys.

Donut.” 

Virgin Records, those wonder- 
ful gnomes without whom none 
of this would have been pos- 
sible, are working hard to change 
the image of “progressive” or 
“avant-garde” music. It need 
not be thought of as always stark 
and formidable; bands like Hat- 
field, Gong and Henry Cow, as 
well as free agents like Robert 
Wyatt and Mike Oldfield, want 
to make friendly and cuddly 
music that nevertheless in- 
volves more than normally meets 
the ear. Watch this space for fur- 
ther developments.

DUKE ELLINGTON’S 
THIRD SACRED CONCERT 
(RCA) 
New England Conservatory 
Jazz Repertory Orchestra: 
HOMAGE TO ELLINGTON 
IN CONCERT (Golden Crest) 
Death seems to bring out the 
most, if not necessarily the best, 
in our musical giants. Duke El- 
lington, a late great for the past 
year, has everyone from McCoy 
Tyner to Judy Collins including 
a tribute in recorded or live per- 
formances; yet the labels that 
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own Duke’s finest works from the 
30s and early 40s (RCA and 
Columbia) have made few moves 
to present the best of Ellington- 
ia to a newly interested audi- 
ence. Consequently, recent El- 
lington releases have focused on 
minor works, while the core clas- 
sics appear only in second-hand 
recreations. 

Every Ellington album has at 
least a few touches of brilliance, 
but the current crop is marked 
by an overabundance of chaff. 
Columbia’s second volume of 
The World of Duke Ellington 
concentrates on the uneven 1947- 
51 period, and for every singular 
gem like “The Clothed Wo- 
man” there is a handful of trite 
vocal or novelty numbers. New- 
ly issued material, like the Third 
Sacred Concert, is even more ex- 
pendable. Taped at Westmin- 
ster Abbey on UN Day 1973, the 
gala performance found both 
composer and orchestra in fail- 
ing health. Many of the chairs 
are filled with unfamiliar names 
and the music is neither partic- 
ularly memorable nor challeng- 
ing. Perhaps Ellington believed 
the sacred music was his most 
important work, but his more 
profane output will be remem- 
bered far longer. 

The greatest vintage Elling- 
ton has depended upon Duke’s 
musician-admirers for recircul- 
ation. Britain’s Ted Heath chose 
10 Ducal standards for Ted 
Heath Salutes the Duke (Lon- 
don Phase 4), and his seasoned 
professionals do a commendable 
job with the original arrange- 
ments and solos; but I prefer the 
less polished work of Boston’s 
NEC group under the direction 
of Gunther Schuller. You won’t 
find any other band performing 
“Subtle Lament,” “Jack the 
Bear” or ‘“‘Reminiscin’ in Tem- 
po” these days. Schuller has 
transcribed a dozen original E]l- 
“lington performances, solos and 
all, for the 18-piece ensemble 
(average age of the bandsmen is 
21!), asking that the soloists 
“preserve the essence and char- 
acter and as much of the speci- 
fics” as possible. 

The results, though flawed, 
are admirable. Some plodding 
drumming, a clarinet squeak or a 
shaky ensemble here and there 
should not obscure the joy and 
fire. Schuller does a more than 
adequate job of defending these 
recreations in his liner notes, but 
in the final analysis, as Steely 
Dan suggested when their syn- 
thesized “‘East St. Louis Toodle- 
oo” was included in an Elling- 
tonia anthology, we “resolutely 
recommend that you try to ob- 
tain the original ... and offer 
this re-creation as a substitute 
Until The Real Thing Comes 


Along.”

LOVE ME, LOVE MY CHIL- 
DREN _by Robert and Eliza- 
beth Swerdlow. Directed, 
adapted and choreographed by 
Janice Cashell.

It is about 10 years too late for 
Hair — and it’s always too late 
for a limp facsimile. Love Me, 
Love My Children, the dubious 
first hurrah of Boston’s newest 
professional company, Massa- 
chusetts Center Rep, is perhaps 
the most banal of the Hair/God- 
spell/hip-Fantasticks mutations 
to rear its sun-lit, softly rocking 
head. And though it was pre- 
dictable that yet another anach- 
ronistic memento of the Age of 
Aquarius would strike the al- 
leged youth capital of the East, 
it is regrettable that the occa- 
sion marks the premiere of this 
sorely needed company, intend- 
ed to be a middle-ground be- 
tween the Yul-tied commercial 
puffery that too often dances 
across our downtown stages and 
the limited audience appeal of 
the so-called “‘non-commercial” 
theaters huddled, spiritually if 
not physically, around Harvard 
Square. 

Love Me, Love My Children, 
which enjoyed a 1971 run off- 
Broadway, was written in (I be- 
lieve) 1970 by Canadians Robert 
and Elizabeth Swerdlow. My su- 
spicion is that they had been 
trapped in an elevator since 1965 
and emerged convinced that the 
“with-it’’ world had stood still, 
that the Beatles were still wear- 
ing Nehru jackets, that the bub- 
ble, the monkey, Jerome Ragni 
and “finding yourself” were still 
“where it’s at.” It is my further 
conjecture that the quasi-“‘boss” 
Swerdlows, blessed with a mod- 
icum of musical talent if little 
theatrical sense, were the fear- 
crazed parents of a female teen- 
ager, that they yearned to post 
an armed guard between her 
knees and a vision of ‘Leaving 
The Nest” tantamount to Dan- 
te’s First Circle before her eyes. 

How else explain Love Me, 
Love My Children, a trite and 
naively simplistic exploration of 
a young girl’s rite of passage 
from bobbysox to stockings to 
42nd Street, in which the exotic 
dangers of the drug den are re- 
duced to a flat and dopy no- 
where land in which stereotyp- 
ical baddies writhe, gyrate and 
contract in plastique imitation of 
Martha Graham, in which every- 
one is crass and unfeeling and 
committed to the policy of 
“screw or be screwed’’? The 
pleasant and variable soft-rock 
score makes the trifle bearable, 
but it would take Peter Town- 
shend, Kris Kristofferson and 
Beethoven to save it. 

Director Janice Cashell and an 
energetic cast make a valiant 
crack at overwhelming the idi- 
otic musical with frenetic chor- 
eography and superimposed par- 
ody. But Love Me, Love My 
Children is an odd fish, follow- 
ing spoofs on various aspects of 
Americana (the treatment of wo- 


men in particular) with roman- 
tic numbers that reinforce the 
very notions just debunked! An 
amusing send-off of marriage 
and suburbia entitled ‘North 
American Shmear,” for exam- 
ple, is juxtaposed with an insi- 
dious paean to a “sweet little 
gingerbread girl, dreaming out of 
time,”’ prettily danced by the po- 
ny-tailed, pink-frocked heroine 
of every lad’s nocturnal emis- 
sions in the ’50s. Director Cash- 
ell heightens the incongruity by 
opting for a totally abstract stag- 
ing that fails to capture the im- 
personality, the frightening seed- 
iness, noisiness and busyness of 
“Fat City,” in which the her- 
oine is suddenly lost. Cashell at- 
tempts to evoke atmosphere 
solely through her choreogra- 
phy, which is too often as repet- 
itive, stalely symbolic, and dis- 


organized as the Swerdlows’ dat- 


ed musical. 

The Equity company attacks 
its unworthy material with ad- 
mirable spunk, though several 
are so maniacally good-clean- 
and-funny that they skirt the 
border between likability and ex-

haustion. Rose Mary Taylor and 
Leona Johnson have strong, 
seemingly trained voices, and all 
are competent. Serhij Bohdan is 


amusing as a flipped-out musi- 


cian, and Bonnie Podrid, as the 
wide-eyed floweret of perfect in- 
nocence in a weed-strewn world, 
deserves a medal for bringing off 
drivel like ‘“‘Come fly with me, 
big bubble in the sky.” Others 
fare less well with the preten- 
tious babble sandwiched be- 
tween the songs. 

The revamped Cyclorama 
proves a workable arena _ the- 
ater, and the Massachusetts 
Center Rep Company shows con- 
siderably more promise than do 
the Swerdlows. It would be a 
grievous shame if this new com- 
pany went down the drain after 
over a year of patient prepara- 
tion just because they made a 
wrong choice for the wrong rea- 
sons. Their mistake is common: 
choosing a probable “hit” be- 
cause it follows a pattern rather 
than because it’s good. Mass 
Center Rep deserves a second 
chance with a decent vehicle — 
the sooner the better.

Omirable spunk 


THE CENCI MYTH, written 
and directed by Larry Loonin. 
Based on plays by Shelley and 
Artaud. Performed by the 
Emerson Theater Company. 
(Closed.) 


The castle of Count Cenci 
looks like a cave. Candles throw 
weird shadows on the faces of the 
cave-dwellers. Everyone wears 


‘black capes and netting. We are 


in the heart of the Beast. 


The Beast is a 16th-century 
Italian atheist and sadist who 
rapes his daughter, celebrates 
with an orgy the death of his sons 
and generally terrorizes the 
neighborhood. He is vicious, ob- 
sessive and quite off his nut. No 
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one has the guts to oppose him, 
though, until his daughter, Beat- 
riz, gets buggered and decides to 
do the monster in. Beatriz’s de- 
velopment from victim to mur- 
deress creates an intriguing shift 
in the sexual dynamics. Cenci’s 
masculine cruelty is overwhelm- 
ed by a distinctly feminine ven- 
om. Beatriz carries out her pa- 
tricide with the help of all the 
women in the castle-cave, and 
we are left wondering whether a 
female Beast has been born out 
of the blood of her father. 

Unfortunately, in spite of all, 
these horrible things, the Emer- 
son Theatre Company produc- 
tion of The Cenci Myth failed to 
get you in the gut. Play- 
wright/director Larry Loonin al- 
legedly explores the Theater of 
Cruelty, in which the impulses of 
sex and violence explode. But 
this is effective only if the sex 
and violence are so convincing 
and so intimately intertwined 
that our emotional wires fuse in 
a short-circuit of passion. 

The sensual circuit in The 
Cenci Myth was pretty vivid — 
the actors reveled in their bod- 
ies, the stage environment was 
darkly intense. The violence, 
however, fell flat. There was a lot 
of moaning and trembling when- 
ever Count Cenci appeared, but 
except for a bit of hair-pulling 
and some menacing gestures, the 
source of his power was never 
visible. It seemed a wonder that 
all these people put up with such 
a lunatic. Why didn’t they just 
leave (or call the men in the 
white coats)? 

The play runs the risk, then, of 
becoming a parody of itself. 
When the evil Count finally de- 
cided to rape his daughter, Beat- 
riz’s brother and suitor rushed ‘to 
the rescue, yet opted eventually 
just to listen to the gurgles of off- 
stage incest in an inexplicable 
display of ennui. One almost

wished. their immobility had 
been played for laughs: 

What almost sustained Loon- 
in’s treatment of the Cenci 
Myth, though, was the sensual 
imagery and the development of 
Beatriz (underplayed, to her cre- 
dit, by Susan Harrell). When she 
disrobed to be washed by the wo- 
men — a purification ritual in 
preparation for her crime — the 
stage glittered with her white 
skin, her quiet presence, and the 
sheer pleasure of the water. We 
awaited her transformation. 

Furthermore, in the death 
dance that followed, the sexual 
power of the women was infused 
with the sweet sting of revenge. 
This is the fusion of passions 
that Theater of Cruelty re- 
quires. But in this production 
such intensity was not sustain- 
ed, and the Cenci myth became 
merely bizarre.

MARCEL MARCEAU. At the 
Shubert Theatre through May 


24. 

Like Chaplin, Marcel Mar- 
ceau is at once a great popul- 
arizer and a great classicist. 
Don’t be misled: Marceau oc- 
casionally appears to plug the art 
of mime on talk shows (with 


Johnny gurgling in wide-eyed 


admiration, “Gee, that’s a great 
act you've got there, Marcel’’), 
but his performances are as in- 
credible in their purity as they 
are entertaining and accessible. 

The truth is that Marceau has 
educated us all about mime on 
his almost annual tours and on 
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TV, where, ironically, although 
he is the master of this most si- 
lent art, he waxes most eloquent 
on the subject. In fact, we know 


so much from watching him that. 


nowadays he chooses no longer to 
do onstage the easy tricks of il- 
lusion, such as walking up stairs 
or against the wind. 

The format of Marceau’s per- 
formances remains the same. Af- 
ter the three knocks traditional 
to the French theater, the cur- 
tain rises on a darkened stage; 
the lights go up to reveal a cos- 
tumed, beplumed Pierre Verry 
holding a banner proclaiming 
the name of the mime sequence; 
they go down again, and when 
they return, there is the white- 
faced Marceau himself. When he 
concludes, the lights dim to rise 
again on Verry with another ban- 
ner, and the pattern continues. 
As in earlier years, the first half 
of the program is devoted to the 
style pantomimes, the second 
half basically to Bip, Marceau’s 
Everyman. On a given evening, 
Marceau picks a program of per- 
haps 12 to 14 pieces from the 80 
or so in his repertory. 

Of the style mimes, this time 
around he gave us the “oldies 
but greaties.”’ In ‘“‘The Creation 
of the World,’’ done to a Mozart 
piano concerto, Marceau mimed 
the soaring of birds with a fluid- 
ity of arms and hands which 
would do credit to any ballerina 
dancing Dying Swan.”’ 
There was “The Mask Maker” 
who gets stuck in his comic 
mask; the mime hinges on the 
contrast between the mask-ma- 
ker’s anguished body as he tries 
to free himself and the grinning 
mask itself, which seems more 
and more ghoulish the harder he 
tries to escape. In “The Public 
Garden,’’ Marceau created a 
wonderful spectrum of charac- 
ters including an old woman 
chatting as fast as she knits and 
a man jerked along by his dog. 
The thing I marveled at most 
here, as in “Bip Plays David and 
Goliath,” were the remarkably 
swift transitions from one stance 


Y and energy level to another. 


And then there was Bip. Ah, 
dear Bip, Marceau’s alter-ego, 


the little guy with the red-flow- 
ered hat who is humbled by lions 
who refuse to jump through his 
hoop (in “Bip as a Lion 
Tamer’’), by both the delicacy of 
his wares and his customers in 
“Bip as a China Salesman,” and 
by his fellow-revelers in “Bip at 
a Society Party.” 

One can watch Marceau for so 
many things: the great range of 
emotion, the facial expressions, 
the physical precision, the flow 
and rhythm and musicality of 
the man and his work. He never 
seems to bottom out or become 
static. He always has something 
more to show us of the human 


condition.

HAMLET by William Shake- 
speare. Directed by Ada 
Brown Mather. With Kristof- 
fer Tabori. TheatreVenture ’75 
at the North Shore Music The- 
atre, Beverly, mornings and 
afternoons through May 24. 


In spring a young jock’s fancy 
turns to Shakespeare — or so 
reckons the North Shore Com- 
munity Arts Foundation, which 
has for 13 years sponsored The- 
atreVenture, professional pro- 
ductions of the classics for New 
England high-schoolers. Since 
this must serve as the initial 
baptism into the rites of theat- 
er-going for so many of our tele- 
vision-bred and Bruin-brained 
Hopes of the Future, the pro- 
ductions are generally kept 
forthright and simple, maxim- 
izing the laughs and pushing the 
plot. This year’s Hamlet is no ex- 
ception: it buffs the surface, ser- 
viceably illustrating the text, 
barely disturbs the depths. This 
is Hamlet, the popular ‘‘re- 
venge-tragedy,” served with lit- 
tle Oedipal sauce. 

Kristoffer Tabori is an un- 
usually boyish and vigorous 
Prince, so appealingly hip that I 
half-expected him to sing “What 
a piece of work is man.” He 
brings to the role an immediacy 
with which the young play-goers 
obviously identify, but this im- 
petuous Hamlet who catapults 
from knoll to knoll, joking with

his father’s Ghost (and the voice- 
over specter, jumping from 
speaker to speaker to halloo the 
circular space, really is a joke), 
and who nearly shakes poor 
Ophelia’s teeth out and follows 
his own sarcasm with relaxed lit- 
tle whistles, is not a Hamlet who 
would diddle around for three 
hours, agonizingly dissecting his 
revenge. This Hamlet would 
likely cut a “Z” into Claudio in 
the middle of Act II. Still, he is a 
compelling actor, embellishing 
the role with so many inter- 


-esting details and the move- 


ment of the plot with such 

oomph that one is loath to dis- 

miss him. With adequate time to 

prepare, more lucid direction 

and lead in his pockets, his 

Hamlet might prove something . 
fresh. The frank truth, however, 

is that he’d make a delightful 

Romeo, a perfect Orlando. 

Ada Brown Mather’s direc- 
tion is hampered, I imagine, by 
the overriding requirement of 
keeping the attention of an 
audience accustomed to the 
subtlety of Kojak and the so- 
phisticated wit of Rhoda. All the 
same, her rendering is clear if not 
forceful, and every sentence 
makes (perhaps too [iteral) 
sense, with none of the mumbo- 
jumbo murk the text might 
create in high-school minds not 
geared to iambic pentameter and 
out-dated dirt. Mather does,.in 
fact, several interesting things 
with the script, axing “Never a 
borrower nor a lender be’ and 
such prattle. She retains Fortin- 
bras to pin a sad and tidy tag on 
things. Though she does little 
with Gertrude (and neither does 
Guiding Light regular Caroline 
McWilliams), Mather points up 
the piggish manipulation of 
Ophelia, ending the first act with 
a brief but chilling flash of the 
humiliation and frustration that 
lie beneath those obedient, 
downcast eyes. 

The supporting players run 
the gamut from the adequate to 
the ridiculous. Most notable are 
the fragile, pitiable Ophelia of 
Laurie Heineman (when she 
isn’t sobbing as if somebody just 
snatched her hot dog) and the 
gravelly gravedigger of Robert 
Baines. As for the puffy, puling 
Laertes, James Richards ought 
to turn in his tights.

the taciturn Givola (Goebbels), 
dandified Giri (Goering), and 
brutal but loyal Roma (Rohm) 
— for guidance, and he openly 
emulates the classier controllers 
of the Trust who manipulate him 
into accidental supremacy. 

Most of Ui’s supporting play- 
ers are superbly cast. Paul Ben- 
edict is appropriately showy as 
the derelict actor and blowhard 
barker; John Cazale (a skinny 
Peter Lorre) is subtly frigid as 
the florist Givola, whose wares 
are strictly for corpses; Robert 
Fields, as Ui’s boyhood chum li- 
quidated when his lack of couth 
becomes an embarrassment, is 
fine as the old-school gangster 
outclassed in this sophisticated 
game of governmental crime. 

David Wheeler’s fluid pro- 
duction makes good use of Bob 
Van Allen’s simple art-deco ar- 
rangement of rectangles and lev- 
els. Scene changes are accom- 
plished swiftly (this is essential 
when a play is so long and cum- 
bersome without technical hin- 
drances) through the use of ab- 
stract projections. 

The crucial St. Valentine’s 
Day Massacre scene in the ga- 
rage, in which Roma is rubbed 
out and Ui loses his last vestige 
of humanity, is startlingly stag- 
ed, the tender tete-a-tete be- 
tween the simple Roma and a 
boyish henchman suddenly over- 
powered by the glare of the exe- 
cutioners’ headlights. This same 
theatricality is, however, sacri- 
ficed in order to pound home 
Hitler’s ruthlessness at play’s 
end, when Brecht’s superfluous 
vignette of a wounded woman 
vilifying Ui is sandwiched be- 
tween the frenzied forcible adu- 
lation of the spouting Fuehrer 
(at the height of his prewar pow- 
er) and the goose-pimply epi- 
logue in which Pacino warns the 
audience against complacency in 
the wake of Hitler’s defeat: 
“though the bastard’s dead, the 
bitch that spawned him is in 
heat again.” In the aftermath of 
our own recent brush with fas- 
cism, this punchy little maxim 
carries almost as big a wallop as 
it did in 1948, when Brecht ap- 
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Two Kinds Dinosaur Tracks

New England Dinosaur (spe- 
cies: “character dance com- 
pany’’) is not likely to follow its 
reptilian namesake into extinc- 
tion, despite an uneven season 
that resulted for the most part 
from a curious mating with a 


guest artistic director. The com- 


pany itself has existed for about 
seven years under the general di- 
rection of Toby Armour, who’s 
found the bringing in of .new 
blood in the form of guest chor- 
eographers invigorating to the 
company but too brief an influ- 
ence. So she schemed (and was 
aided by the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts) to have her 
old mentor, James Waring, come 
for a year as a guest artistic di- 
rector. Ostensibly it was a fine 
choice, for Waring is a choreo- 
grapher of no small talent or re- 
putation. He has never as- 
sembled a permanent formal 
company around himself, but he 
has choreographed for the Penn- 
sylvania Ballet and the Man- 
hattan Festival Ballet as well as 
the innovative Judson Church 
group of the ’60s. I first saw his 
work two summers ago at the In- 
dian Hill School, a summer 
camp out in Stockbridge. I sat 
out. in the cool Berkshire even- 
ing watching a large group of 
adolescents at all levels of dance 
training performing some de- 
lightful stuff. It seemed tailor- 
made for them, and, even though 
it was largely balletic, they man- 
aged to pull it off. 

Unfortunately, the same 
chemistry hasn’t been operating 
this season with Dinosaur. Quite 
properly, Waring set out to de- 
sign dances that would be com- 
plementary to Armour’s own 
work, which often embodies dark 
views into the psyche. But War- 
ing’s ballet made for them earli- 
er this season, “‘Artifices de 
l’Air,” simply was technically 
beyond the company as a whole, 
and although their performance 
of it in the April/May series at 
Wheelock College did improve 
somewhat, it remains too hard. 
Further, even the vaudevillian 
cameos in Waring’s “A New 
Kind of Love” aren’t all done as 
well as one might hope. The 
company for all this lacks the re- 
quired childlike ingenuousness 
that must take over where tech- 
nique is inadequate. 

In Waring’s “‘Arena,”’ one sees 
the most definable dichotomy 
between intent and rendering. It 
is an exquisite work for five dan- 
cers, set to some of Stravinsky’s 
typically wistful yet carnival- 
like music. The only set is a light

bar lowered so the audience has 
a view of it; it is hung with var- 
ious pieces of cloth, an umbrel- 
la, a flowerpot. The dancers 
seem vaguely like circus per- 
formers, and the piece needs not 
only modern and ballet tech- 
niques but also non-codified 
dance gesture. Most remarkable 
about the dance is its mood: it 
seems overwhelmingly like a 
beautiful pastel-colored me- 
mory of a circus arena after 
everyone’s gone home. 

The choreography is certainly 


there, but the depth of perform- 
,ance wasn’t; the dancers lacked 
assurance, line and _ lightness. 


My own feeling, though, is that 
not quite all of the blame rests 
on their own technical prepara- 
tion. Something must have got- 
ten lost in the communication 
between choreographer and dan- 
cer: even the best of the dancers 
(and there are some very good 
ones) looked not as good as usu- 
al. 

Fundamentally, New Eng- 
land Dinosaur is what Toby Ar- 
mour says it is: a character 
dance company, developing 
characterizations through move- 
ment. And that is not at all the 
same thing as a modern or bal- 
let company, which relies main- 
ly on technique for expression. 


By and large, Waring has asked 
them to be things that they are 
not. 

How to account for what looks 
like so elementary a blunder? I 
suspect the problem arises from 
a difference in choreographic 
philosophy: it appears that War- 
ing choreographs his dreams, his 
vision of what a particular dance 
is, and the performers either do 
or don’t realize it. Armour, on 
the other hand, molds the hu- 
man clay. Although she of course 
starts with an image or idea, she 
works specifically with the dan- 


_cers she has and in part shapes 


her dances around their idiosyn- 
cracies. I don’t find that the re- 
sult even begins to whiff of com- 
promise, though it might in the 
hands of someone else. Armour 
is, in fact, a whiz at construc- 
ting pieces which capitalize on 
her performers’ strong points 
and minimize their weak spots. 

Part of the fun of Armour’s 
dances comes from trying to fig- 
ure out what they mean. It is not 
that her oft-elusive works aren’t 
complete in themselves, but that 
they are often situational, am- 
biguous, alluding to other inde- 
finable but haunting presences. 

Armour’s new ‘‘Scene I: Frag- 
ments of a Garden” may serve as 
illustration: The stage is bare. 


Four men who may or may not 
be dancers stand, stripped to the 
waist, facing away from the au- 
dience, arms stretched up, hold- 
ing onto ropes that hang straight 
down; the tableau suggests si- 
multaneously crucifixions and 
moss hanging from a tree. Enter 
five dancers in jeans, sweat- 
shirts and Navy watchcaps who 
inch and stretch themselves 
slowly through the stationary 
men, as Ezra Sims’s sinuous 
tape score shudders beneath it 
all. These standing figures (they 
never move in the course of 
either the dance or the ap- 
plause) and the distribution of 
the dancers among them make a 
stunning architecture, best real- 
ized on the proscenium stage 
(something not always true of 
Armour’s work). “‘Fragments of a 
Garden” is in any event a grim 
vision: say, a Garden of Eden 
with a serpent in residence. 
Armour’s other new piece for 
this series; ‘Adagio’ to Mo- 
zart’s K. 580 Adagio, is a duet for 
Jean Churchill and Sara Brum- 
mel. More lyrical than much of 
Armour’s previous work (I sus- 
pect this might be Waring’s in- 
fluence), it is a woman’s dance, 
filled with tender gestures and 
communions yet restrained, ne- 
ver descending into sentiment- 


ality. Brummel is the more dis- 
tracted of the two, at one point 
going to one side of the stage, 
posing and staring directly to- 
ward the audience as if she’s 
seen some awful vision — while 
Churchill, on the other side of 
the stage, progresses toward her 
in tiny rocking steps. In the fi- 
nal gesture of the dance, Brum- 
mel does a small backbend in 
front of Churchhill, who reaches 
forward tenderly to catch Brum- 
mel’s falling hair. 

The company made a wise de- 
cision to revive associate direc- 
tor Lois Ginandes’s wonderful 
“Temptation,” a loving spoof 
and spoonful of a dance. At the 
opening curtain, clustered at the 
stage’s center are six slightly lar- 
ger-than-life cutouts of the dan- 
cers; we hear taped cocktail 
chatter and a woman’s voice ex- 
claims ‘‘Dah-ling!”’ The dancers 
enter in black tuxes and formal 
calf-length black dresses, and 
converse with the cutouts, 
wheeling them about the stage. 
Later the dancing becomes var- 
iations on the tango, itself often 
used as a wonderful metaphor for 
elegant illusion (as in Last Tan- 
go in Paris), and what we have is 
a loving and sometimes deli- 
cately humorous vision of gla- 
mor. 
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Sarah’s Roman Candle Sparkles—Sort Of

“The overture was extrava- 
gantly applauded; the rest was 
hissed with exemplary precision 
and energy.” 

These words, from his Mem- 
oirs, are by Hector Berlioz and 
they describe the premiere (Par- 
is, 1838) of his Benvenuto Celli- 
ni, whose first American profes- 
sional stage performance — at 
long last — took place early this 
month at the Orpheum. Chalk 
up another coup for Sarah Cald- 
well, who staged and conducted 
this musically very brilliant and 
dramatically very uneven mas- 
terpiece of sorts. 


I confess that ever since 1972, . 


when the Colin Davis recording 
first appeared, I have listened 


over and over to Cellini as “‘ab- 
solute” music, not caring over- 
much about the (unseen) stage 
action it was supposed to illu- 
minate, or propel, or transfig- 
ure. It has quite a kick, this 


-music. Aaron Copland really hit 


the nail on the head when he 
wrote: 

“In Bach and Mozart a flute or 
a bassoon always sounds like a 
flute or a bassoon; with Berlioz 
they are given, along with their 


own special quality, a certain’ 


ambiguity of timbre that intro- 
duces an element of orchestral 
magic as a contemporary com- 
poser would understand it.” 

In Benvenuto Cellini, the or- 
chestra is made to effervesce, to 
mock, to seduce, to .... Well 


it’s the damnedest, most glit- 
tery whirligig you ever found in a 
mere orchestra pit. 

The pompous, brassy music 
with which Berlioz accompanies 
the entrances of ecclesiastical 
bureautrats also happens to be a 
wicked send-up of* traditional 
counterpoint as it was dogmat- 
ically administered at the Paris 
Conservatoire. The Carnival 
scene turns out to be our old 
friend the Roman Carnival Ov- 
erture, amplified and at greater 
length, but with the fast music 
assigned, incredibly, to the chor- 
us. The tuba-bass drum duet in 
the pantomime has a cadenza 
that, changes key in mid-trill; it 
is a thing of outrageous beauty. 
Rather than go on, I will simply 


record, in complete assent, what 
‘Berlioz himself said in 1851, 
some 13 years-after the pre- 
miere: 

“I cannot help recognizing 


that it contains a variety of 


ideas, an“energy and exuber- 
ance and a brilliance of color 
such as I may perhaps never find 
again. 

As for Cellini as a stage-ve- 
hicle, Sarah Caldwell did every- 
thing for it that she could. And it 
hardly need be said that Sarah 


loves a parade, that she loves. 


tumult, shouting, milling about, 
conflict, sensory overkill. The 
Roman Carnival was therefore 
one helluva Roman Carnival, 
and a problem. This extrava- 
ganza constitutes the vital cen-

ter of the work, and it is situat- 
ed in Act I, scene 2. The unfor- 
tunate consequence is that de- 
spite the fine music, the resolu- 
tion of dramatic conflict, the 
special effects that make you 
jump, Act II can — and did — 
come as a letdown. Cellini does 
win out over Fieramosca, his pro- 
‘fessional rival, for the hand of 
Teresa. He does succeed in cast- 
ing overnight the statue of Per- 
seus with the Gorgon’s head, 
thereby winning the Pope’s ab- 
solution of his murder — during 
the Carnival — of Pompeo. The 
Carnival again; everything palls 
beside it. 

Even Jon Vickers, who por- 
trayed Cellini, seemed over-

whelmed, and that cannot have hap- 
pened many times in the career of this 
admirable singer. Vickers is rare: he is 
powerful both in voice and in musical 
intellect. For Canio, Don Jose, Otello, 
or Tristan, his heavy-caliber tenor can 
be impressive indeed. He never rants. 
He can sing softly, crooning at what is 
really high volume, and he can bring 
the house down. He is most effective at 
suggesting an inward, brooding quality, a 
tendency to violence barely reined in. All 
this does not a Cellini make. Of if it does, 
it makes a Scots-Canadian Presbyterian 
out of him, and that, necessarily, is no 
swashbuckler. One could believe that this 


Cellini was capable of murder, but one~ 


could not easily imagine him as a gang- 
ster, womanizer, braggart, Renaissance 
sculptor — all of which the historical Ben- 
venuto Cellini, in his Autobiography, 
amply declares himself to be. The sing- 
ing, though, was magnificent: plangent 
and true, and aware of musical point, 
tasteful. I was acutely not aware that the 
part posed extreme difficulties for Vic- 
kers with respect to speed and range, as 
was reported of his opening night per- 
formance. It sounded like a very large 
voice coping manfully with a style of vo- 
cal writing uncongenial to it. From a less- 
er artist, this would perhaps have been 
im possible. 

There was some unqualifiedly great 
singing in this Cellini, and it all came 
from Donald Gramm, who played Pope 
Clement VII. This is a voice of ringing, 
solid metal, and it is used authoritatively 
by a sovereign actor, an actor, moreover, 
who projects English words with uncom- 
mon clarity. The vocal firepower when 
Gramm and Vickers were onstage to- 
gether was tremendous. 

Patricia Wells (Teresa) was decor- 


ative, certainly, and sang more in tune 
but less fleetly than her counterpart on 
the Davis recording, Christiane Eda- 
Pierre. John Reardon (Fieramosca) and 
Nancy Williams (Ascanio) came across as 
classy stage operators with reasonable 
voices, the latter showing above-and-be- 
yond moxie in her trouser role. The per- 
formance of tenor Hugues Cuenod as the 
Innkeeper on the recording has spoiled 
me. The trouble with David Evitts, a 
baritone, was that he just couldn’t be 
gnarled and querulous; there was too 
much booming health to his sound. 

We were saying what an all-round or- 


chestral hellzapoppin’ the score of Cellini 


is, and that brings us to the principal de- 
ficiency of the performance. Berlioz is so 
much Berlioz that his music makes an ef- 
fect even when lumpishly conducted and 
carelessly executed, as it was here. It was 
not witty, because it was not accurate. 
The freelancers who made up the orches- 
tra — some young, some old, all sounding 
under-rehearsed — worked hard, but were 
they totally responsible for the limp 
phrasing of bass lines or the heedlessness 
to the rhythmic quirks that give this mu- 
sic much of its life? The English horn was 
sensitive, the trumpets ruffianly. 

The costumes — lent by Covent Gar- 
den — were astonishingly beautiful; the 
mime work of Hank Chapin’s Suitcase 
Circus I found agreeably busy, and fun- 
ny; executing Lorenzo Monreale’s dances, 
the Boston Ballet was as corybantic as 
you please. Insofar as I can judge tumb- 
lers and jugglers, the tumbling and jug- 
gling was excellent. Once again I had oc- 
casion to admire how Helen Pond and 
Herbert Senn can make scenery fold out, 
swirl around and couple. However, I 
would not have been surprised if, when 
the giant crucible burst in the last scene, 
there had emerged not the statue of Per- 
seus holding the severed head of Medusa, 
but instead, Norma — smilin’ through 
and only a little bit charred around the 
edges.

tor himself, illustrates both the fortunate 
and the regrettable aspects of Fellini’s 
genius. 

The film begins with Fellini — in black 
hat and trenchcoat, carrying a cello case 
— in the nmriddleiof“a huge, mysterious 
piazza, the set of a film he never made. 
His voice tells us about this “city of fol- 
ly” with its cardboard cathedral, empty 
skyscrapers and useless scaffolding. Re- 
miniscent of 8/2, the abandoned set is ob- 
viously a metaphor for Fellini’s struggle to 
create. A dust storm springs up, blowing 
Fellini and the film to Rome, where the 
director haunts the Coliseum, looking for 
faces for Satyricon. 


After this rather lucid beginning, the. 


director begins to skip about his beloved 
Roma like Snow White, trailed by a crew 
of camera-toting dwarfs, and his note- 
book becomes a scrapbook. He shows us 
Professor Genius, a gay medium who 


communes with the spirits of ancient 
Rome. We go for a ride on the subway, 
where senators and centurions wait for the 
train that passed them by centuries ago. 
A slaughterhouse becontes a gladiator pit 


_ as the butchers bellow and sweat and mug 


for the camera. It’s all very nicely shot 
and it’s all very facile — it’s also very 
garbled, because the dubbing is awful. 
The film concludes in Fellini’s office, 
where a troop of assorted“freaks come to 
audition for Satyricon. One whistles like a 
blackbird, another recites a poem by 
Chekhov. One takes off his shirt to model 
his muscles, another plays the accordion. 
Mel Brooks once said of Italian filmmak- 
ers that if you went to Italy and threw an 
Arriflex into the air, whoever caught it 
would be a better filmmaker than most 
directors in other countries. When Ital- 
ians shoot, filmmaking seems easy. In A 
Director’s Notebook, maybe it’s too easy. 
A Director’s Notebook will be at Off the 
Wall until May 23, showing continuously 
from 11 A.M. to 3:30 P.M. Admission is

The Riverside line stops there — 

Brookline Village Station. A small me- 
tal sign above a parking garage meekly 
announces: “Plaza Theater Entrance 
This Way.” If you’re coming from Bos- 
ton, you have to cross the tracks to see 
the sign. 
- Hearthstone Plaza, at 111 Washing- 
ton Street, Brookline, for the past four 
years housed Walter Reade’s Plaza The- 
ater. But a house is not always a home 
and the Plaza was always a white ele- 
phant, a tax loss. Invisibility was its 
main problem. 

The Plaza exists in a space warp. 
Traffic on Washington Street dribbles 
out of a snarl where Huntington Avenue 
loops south and Washington shoots off 
into Brookline’s heartland. A driver 
emerging here must be extremely at- 
tentive to catch the Plaza’s marquee, 
which is flush with the facade of the 
Norfolk County Trust Co. If you’re go- 
ing toward Boston, on Washington, the 
only clearly visible sign is the Hearth- 
stone Plaza sign, which, though it names 
restaurants and stores on the mall, does 
not designate the theater. 

Once up on the mall, things become 
easier — but not much. The theater’s 
sign is smaller than the one for the Mal- 
mart Mortgage Co. next door. Coming 
up from the trolley to the mall, the tell- 
er’s window at the Norfolk bank looks 
like the box office. 

It’s as if the theater were afraid of peo- 
ple and was trying to hide. 

Another Plaza problem, according to 


Paul Rosenfeld at Walter Reade, is com-

petition. It cannot rival the Circle and 
the Coolidge and Sack’s 23 screens. In 
its four years, the Plaza has never turn- 
ed a profit. But according to Phil Rud- 
kin, representative of Combined Insur- 
ance (the Plaza’s landlord), the house 
was always in the red because it was 
badly run by Walter Reade. Theater 
managers never knew from week to week 
what film they would be showing. Ad- 
vance advertising was, of course, impos- 
sible. 

The marquee on Washington Street 
still reads ‘Walter Reade’s Plaza,” but 
it isn’t Walter Reade’s anymore. It was 
sold two weeks ago to Phil Scott, who 
owns four South Shore houses. The new 
name is Cinema Brookline; the new pol- 
icy is family entertainment at a dollar a 
throw. Cinema Brookline opened last 
Thursday with Harry and Tonto. Can it 
succeed where the Plaza failed? 

Phil Scott has a good house, despite 

its hideous purple, orange and silver-foil 
interior. The place is big, airy, possess- 
es beautiful toilet facilities, and consti-: 
tutes a nicer environment than the Cool- 
idge; its immediate competition under 
the new dollar policy. Scott and Com- 
bined Insurance are agitating for a new 
sign on the corner of Washington and 
Pearl Streets. That would help the visi- 
bility problem, but the Brookline zon- 
ing authority may not cooperate. 
- Scott is hoping that word of mouth 
will make Cinema Brookline a profit- 
able neighborhood sub-run theater. If 
that happens, the house will finally be- 
come a home.

LES ENFANTS TERRIBLES. Jean 
Pierre Melville’s 1949 adaptatica does 
succeed in bringing Cocteau’s work to the 
screen, but accomplishes-little else. The 
story of an obsessively incestuous brother 
and sister creates an hermetically sealed 
world which the film proceeds to rupture 
by providing the audience with too many 
opportunities to step back and examine 
the proceedings.
